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PROFESSIONAL PUBLICITY 


i is the illustration of current architecture it has long been the practice of 

The Builder to print the names of all professional men and firms concerned 
with a work. Latterly the names of the associated professional men and the 
builder have been given in large type with that of the architect—an innovation 
that has been generally appreciated. Such meticulousness is not perhaps to be 
expected from the general Press, but after the immense amount of publicity 
that has been given to building in recent years, one would expect to find mention 
at least of the name of the architect on all appropriate occasions. 

Some of the leading national newspapers are, of course, impeccable, or 
nearly so, in this matter, and a few of them employ special correspondents, 
themselves technically qualified men, to write up and perhaps criticise new 
buildings. Others leave the job to the ordinary reporter, who generally knows 
little or nothing about architecture. Usually he is intent on getting a ‘ story’ 
and may become more interested in statistics, such as the total weight of the 
structural steel used, than in the purpose, planning or architectural quality of 
the work. Only too often, alas, in recording the names of those present at the 
opening ceremony he still omits to mention the architect, though sometimes the 
builder is more fortunate. 

This is an old grievance of the profession and it is surprising that it should 
still persist. We note with interest that the RIBA has recently taken the matter 
up with the Press Council, on whose advice the various proprietorial organisa- 
tions have been contacted; these have promised to bring the matter to the 
attention of their members. Architects themselves can, and sometimes do, 
help the Press in its work by providing brief descriptive notes on appropriate 
occasions, such as foundation stone layings or opening ceremonies, and in this 
connection we note that the RIBA Journal usefully reprints in its current issue an 
article, originally published before the war, giving excellent advice on the subject. 

The recent action of the RIBA provides an opportunity to consider briefly 
some aspects of architectural publicity over and beyond that which has become 
accepted practice in relation to current work—that is to say, the general discus- 
sion of matters of architectural interest which may involve the mention of the 
names of practising architects. On the question of advertising as normally 
understood, the Code of Professional Conduct is clear enough. *‘ A member or 
student,’ it states, ‘must not advertise or offer his professional services to 
any person or body corporate by means of circulars or otherwise, or make paid 
announcements in the Press.’ (Some exceptions follow. Cases of unprofessional 
conduct not specifically covered by the Code are dealt with by the Council 
having regard to the particular circumstances of the case.) 

In the clause quoted above the words ‘ advertise ’ and ‘ or otherwise ’ invite 
some speculation and comment. Advertisements need not be blatant. Bob 
Sawyer’s practice of having himself called out of church in the middle of service 
to relieve the imaginary sufferings of some mythical patient was advertising of a 
subtle and ingenious kind that would certainly be frowned on by the General 
Medical Council. Today the Bob Sawyers of the world (and far less amusing 
characters) find their opportunities in such channels of communication as the 
Press, radio, television and other popular media, and those in charge need to be, 
and we believe generally are, specially alert to the possibility of exploitation. 
The immense power of these modern media for good and ill imposes a special 
duty on those who use them to search and satisfy their consciences, as all 
persons of integrity undoubtedly do. 

Some unscrupulous people who hide their real purpose behind a facade of 
apparent disinterestedness may possibly ‘ get away with it ’ so long as they keep 
within the bounds of decorum. Experience suggests that they are comparatively 
few and may be expected to find their own level. What really matters is that 
sensitive people with clear consciences-may be deterred from making useful 
contributions to matters of public interest or welfare for fear of being suspected 
of ‘ advertising ’ or self-interest.. Some whose motives have been unimpeachable 
have suffered in this way and the experience has soured and discouraged them. 
We may be sure that the matter is not being overlooked at the RIBA. 
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Notes of the Week 


Architecture Medal Awards 


HE Bronze Medals which are now 

awarded on either a yearly or a tri- 
ennial basis for the best building erected 
in the areas of the Allied Societies of 
the RIBA provide an imaginative way 
of stimulating local interest in architec- 
ture as well as of paying a graceful 
tribute to the successful architects. Yet 
it is unfortunate perhaps that ideas on 
what is ‘best’ vary so considerably up 
and down the country; it is probable that 
any intelligent amateur of architecture 
would find, on studying the awards for 
the year, little in the way of a connecting 
thread. 


This may be no bad thing, depending 
on whether you like the idea of an inter- 
national style of architecture or whether 
you abhor any trend towards such inter- 
nationalising of the art or even towards 
a national vernacular, such as_ the 
Liverpool School was on the way towards 
establishing pre-1939. It is quite another 
point that those who dislike such trends 
are probably losing the battle in an age 
when it seems cheaper to ‘ import’ brick 
than to use, say, local stone, or to roof 
in some patented system than to employ a 
near-by tile product. 


Yet even granting the merits of a purely 
local architecture, it must be admitted 
that the Allied Societies’ medal awards 
produce some curious results—so curious 
in fact that we wonder whether some re- 
constitution of thesystem of appointing the 
Area juries might not be considered. At 
present, most juries are appointed on a 
strictly local basis, and it would be sur- 
prising if, for that reason, factors other 
than purely architectural ones did not on 
occasion obtrude and the choice of a 
building be influenced by consideration 
of its designer’s long and meritorious 
services to the profession. Understand- 
able, of course, but not necessarily help- 
ing architecture. 


The Allied Societies’ Conference might 
put down for discussion the suggestion 
that each area offering a medal might in 
future invite judgment on its buildings 
from a jury largely chosen from outside 
its territory. 





Building and the Weather 


THE recent cold snap has_ turned 
attention to the problems produced by 
weather on buildings. The focus for many 
is, of course, the water pipe and its he- 
haviour under conditions of frost, and the 
number of reports, of which that pre- 
pared for The Builder by D. Dex 
Harrison was the first, that have now 
appeared shows that the domestic prob- 
lem at least is taken seriously. 

Less attention seems to be paid to the 
effect of cold and rainy weather on the 
constructional processes, and this in spite 
of Messrs. Allen and Mills’ Torquay 
paper of 1954. The industry appears to 
have become so conditioned to inter- 
ruption and loss of time that it is pre- 
pared to do very little other than in 
certain limited directions of which 
concreting techniques in cold weather are 
prominent. 

Other countries are moving more 
rapidly than us in making attempts to 
overcome extreme weather conditions, 
and some of the lines of approach are 
described in an article on ‘ Winter 
Weather and the Building Industry,’ 
which is printed on another page. We 
have, it must be admitted, a most diffi- 
cult climate to contend with, as hard 
(Messrs. Allen and Mills have stated) as 
any in the world. All the more reason 
then why more sustained thought should 
be put into seeking solutions. 


New Showrooms 


AvuTHoRS of books on architecture, 
the fine arts and technical subjects 
were among those received by Mr. Brian 
Batsford last Thursday evening (Novem- 
ber 22) at the house-warming party given 
by Messrs. B. T. Batsford Ltd., the 
publishers, to celebrate the firm’s removal 
to new showrooms at 4, Fitzhardinge- 
street, Wl.

a motion that members of the Charter 
sitting on architectural panels sho ild 
comment only upon the work of unqu ili- 
fied persons was carried by a comforta dle 
majority. Later, when the matter vas 
debated at a general meeting of he 
Association, there was considerable s.ip- 
port, although the motion was lost. 

It was noticeable that at both debates 
the support came very largely (though by 
no means entirely) from the younzer 
members of the profession who have | ad 
or are receiving school training, anc | 
feel it is certain that, as the effects of 
architectural education become increas- 
ingly apparent, architects will no lonzer 
agree to official criticism of their work. 
Indeed many of us already feel that, 
while we welcome fair comment, any 
criticism of an administrative nature by 
architects is not only unethical in itself 
(and therefore subtly damaging to the 
status of the profession) but is likely to 
do more harm than good in the develop- 
ment of architecture as an art. Admini- 
strative criticism by anyone else is, of 
course, insupportable on any grounds 
whatever, but architects must of course 
observe the general planning rules, and 
should properly consider the co-ordina- 
tion aspect with the help of the local 
planning officer. 

There is encouraging evidence in this 
district that some. practitioners are 
unhappy about the present arrangements. 
Others are firm in their support of the 
system, while quite a few seem not to 
have thought about the matter at all. I 
personally am very glad that both Mr. 
Howitt and your paper have given 
prominence to the subject. Might I put 
forward the idea of a referend:im?

Elemental Bills 
To the Editor of The Builder 


‘:R,—Opponents of elemental bills, 
with tneir long and involved polem- 
ics, studiously keep from the reader 
a hint of the true nature of the 
object of their condemnation. Simply, 
an elemental bill-of quantities is written 
in the order of the Group Method (or 
London system) of taking-off. . As the 
binomial theorem is the ready tool of 
the marine and aerial navigator, so is the 
elemental bill the quadratic equation at 
the service of all concerned in the build- 
ing industry (other than quantity sur- 
veyors), for the total of the final summary 
of an elemental bill can be factorised by 
inspection. 

To take one example, the elemental bill 
can demonstrate at a glance the proposition 
that the larger the door or window opening 
the greater is the expense. For another but 
more complex example the new type of bill 
of quantities can show how the saving in 
using the naturally fair faced pfa blocks 
(with which council schools are largely con- 
structed today) can best be exploited by 
building boards ‘ stuck on’ with the new im- 
pact adhesives in place of the cheaper and 
wetter old-fashioned plastering techniques. 


The idea of an elemental bill was suggested 
by the Ministry of Education some five years 
ago, but hung fire until the British Architects’ 
Conference of June, 1955, which set up a 
committee to investigate the simplification 
of bills of quantities. The first public dis- 
cussion of the subiect of elemental bills [re- 
ported in The Builder of November 2] was 
held at the Building Centre on October 24 
las’ and was organised jointly by the Minis- 
try of Works and the Brixton School of 
Bu Iding. 

\t this late date it is clear that the initia- 
tiv: has passed out of the hands of the or- 
garised quantity surveyors. for at the Build- 
ine Centre conference, amidst an audience 
Targing from the open-minded to the 
en'iusiastic, the chairman of the Quantity 
Su veyor’s Committee of the RICS, Mr. 
M._H. Theckray. FRICS. was forced to admit 
thea an Elemental Bills Sub-committee was 
for ned only three months ago and has not 


yet reached the stage of presenting a report. 
Mr. Thackray disclosed that an immense 
amount of ‘very interesting evidence’ had 
been presented *‘ with passion’ to the RICS 
sub-committee. 

Chartered and other quantity surveyors 
are very properly worried at the increasing 
number of Indian raids aimed at converting 
their profession from a Pure Art (of Aztec 
subtlety) to an Applied Science (of Davy 
Crockett precision). 

Mr. A. S. Wolstencroft, ARICS [The 
Builder, November 16] expresses his surprise 
that education authorities question their 
quantity surveyor candidates on cost analysis 
and elemental bills. The explanation is 
that all the more intelligent and thoughtful 
quantity surveyors who tend to gravitate to 
the service of the county and county borough 
councils can be expected to be alive to the 
possibilities of new developments in their 
profession. It is significant that a letter 
printed below that of Mr. Wolstencroft pro- 
poses the formation of a County Council 
Chief Quantity Surveyors’ Society. This is 
a welcome step on the part of local authority 
quantity surveyors who evidently mean to be 
in advance of their brothers in the sleepy 
hollow of private practice.

To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I have read with interest the 

recent letters on this subject and 
should very much like to express my own 
views on the matter. 

The architect is calling for a service 
from quantity surveyors which will 
enable him to design his building to cost 
limits. All too often in the past he has 
had to rely on a reduction bill being 
prepared, where possible, at a time when 
he is too far committed to a design and 
when time is short, if the contract is to 
start on time. This, in the main, has 
been caused by rough and ready methods 
of estimating and failure on the part of 
the architect to obtain the quantity sur- 
veyor’s advice at the planning stage. 


Mr. Blacker asks [The Builder, November 
16] ‘of what use is the cost analysis at the 
tender stage?’ The answer is simple—to 
provide an accurate record of the cost of 
the particular project for the purpose of 
assisting with the preparation of the cost 
target plan for subsequent schemes. Also, 
should a reduction bill be necessary, it en- 
ables the quantity surveyor to pin-point the 
excess expenditure. It does not seem to be 
fully appreciated that the elemental bill is 
merely a means to an end in providing a 
ready-made cost analysis for future use and 
forms only a small part of the whole process 
of cost planning. It is agreed that a cost 
analysis can be prepared from the normal 
bill of quantities, but it is quite a lengthy 
process, if it is to be an accurate one. For 
instance, the internal partitions element 
should include plastering and decorations. 
How is the value of the last two items arrived 
at easily when they are included in omnibus 
items in the normal bill of quantities? 

The preparation of a cost target plan at 
the sketch plan stage, based on previous 
analyses, enables the architect to spread his 
expenditure wisely and economically. As 
working drawings and specifications follow, 
the quantity surveyor can, by cost exercises 
and approximate quantities, inform the archi- 
tect whether he is keeping within the cost 
target for particular elements. This seems 
sensible enough. Many people do something 
similar with their own salaries. Why not 
then with the client’s money and where ex- 
penditure is strictly limited?

Mr. Wolstencroft is of the opinion that 
lowest tenders bear no relation to one 
another. On the contrary, an inspection of 
the tender break-down in terms of cost per 
square foot for various schools built by my 
own authority shows a marked similarity 
affected mainly by waste space in planning, 
increased costs or higher rates in particular 
districts. The last two items, incidentally, 
are allowed for in drawing up a cost target 
plan. I consider that this similarity between 
tenders is accounted for by the high stand- 
ard of estimating within the building in- 
dustry. 

We have recently prepared our first ele- 
mental bill of quantities for a new school 
and have found that there was a considerable 
Saving in working-up time, also the assistants 
concerned had no difficulty in adapting them- 
selves to the slight differences in the methods 
of taking off in elements. The result, we 
think, is an orderly bill of quantities with 
a new look certainly and with a final sum- 
mary of great value. 

Time alone will tell, but I have a feeling 
that elemental bills and cost planning, which 
are complementary, may not be dismissed so 
easily as Mr. Blacker would have us believe.

The ‘Rotapark’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR,—Your correspondent Mr. R. A. 

M. Sherwin (The Builder, November 

16), raises points on the operation of the 
Rotapark which have been considered in 
the very early stages by us and by Mr. 
Rosser Chinn, of Lex Garages Ltd., as 
an intending Rotapark operator. The 
following facts may vary his views. 

(1) Lifts will travel at 200 feet per 
minute. 

(2) The average deparking cycle for a 
car is 53 seconds, i.e., the output, input 
or combination of both can be approxi- 
mately four cars per minute. 

(3) Electronic control is supplementary 
to normal push-button operation and with 
failure of the former the ‘ night-switch’ 
or normal push-button control becomes 
Operative. As a last resort hand winding 
of the rotors and of the lifts can be re- 
sorted to: there is a standby generating 
plant for use during periods of complete 
power failure. 

(4) Space will be reserved in the Rota- 
park for contract parking and for the occa- 
sional parker. 

(5) The ground floor reservoir has 
space for 30 cars, and an experienced 
garage operator, we are assured, will make 
arrangements for * regulars’ entering and 
leaving at busy times to leave and take 
up their cars in the reservoir space and 
for the parking and deparking of these cars 
to be done between periods of peak 
demand. 


There is no figure we can quote on the 
length of time needed to take a car from 
the Rotapark exit to the nearest highway. 
This will depend on the siting of the 
Rotapark in relation to adjoining high- 
ways and the ability of these highways 
to take traffic. Whilst your correspon- 
dent’s reference to 30 minutes bears no 
relation to the situation inside a Rota- 
park it may very well be true, bearing in 
mind the street congestion outside. 

The corollary is that to be able to get 
out on to the road it is first necessary to 
be able to park off the road.

The construction generally com- 
prises reinforced concrete frame 
arches with reinforced concrete pur- 
lins and a timber roof covered with 
tiles. 


An experiment in the construction 
of the walling was carried out which 
has proved, it is considered, most 
successful. It is built of limestone 
rubble, quarried in the district, 
which is backed by concrete to form 
a type of synthetic stone known as 
a ‘ Davie-block,’ which gives an 
external appearance of a rubble 
stone building at a cost comparable 
with facing brick. A campanile 
tower has been provided adjoining 
the main entrance porch, faced with 
the same material buiit about a 
reinforced concrete frame. The 
flooring of the sanctuary and the 
porch are in York stone and oak 
blocks, and the main floor of the

Power Stations in the Highlands 


At a recent meeting of the Scottish Arts Club Mr. James 
Shearer, RSA, FRIBA, FRIAS, gave a paper entitled ‘The North of Scot- 
land Hydro-Electric Board—Their Work with reference to Amenity.’ 
The following are extracts from the address. 


HERE must be few Scots who do not 
take great pride in the beauty of 
the highland area, few who would not 
be prepared to fight like demons—in 
theory at least—for its protection, were 
it to be obviously threatened from some 
outside source. It is possible that we are 
less sensitive to the damage we do our- 
selves than to the same kind of damage 
done by outsiders, but that is a common 
failing to which the North of Scotland 
Hydro-Electric Board has always been 
alive, and the enabling Act, within the 
authority of which it has been working, 
has made the preservation of amenity 
an imperative obligation. [The chairman 
of the Board when most of its work was 
done was the late Sir Edward McColl.} 
To an Amenity Committee, appointed, 
not by the Board, but by the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, plans and particu- 
lars of every project, large or small, 
prepared by the Board, must be submitted 
and approved before construction is 
begun. Copies of these plans and particu- 
lars must also lie for forty days at places 
wherein they can be conveniently 
examined by any member of the public 
interested. That is to give time for objec- 
tions to be stated, and accommodated, 
before Parliament assents. 

The choice of a site for a hydro- 
electric scheme, as you may guess, is not 
the subject of a light-hearted excursion. 
The word ‘choice’ itself is perhaps 
misleading, for it is not so much a choice 
as a decision which gradually emerges ; 
and only engineers of great knowledge 


and experience can accumulate the data 
on which that decision is taken. Their 
work sometimes takes several years. 

It follows that the determination of a 
site (in the first instance at any rate) has 
nothing to do with scenic or esthetic 
values. It has to be a strictly factual 
process, alike on grounds of maximum 
efficiency, economic cost, and public 
safety. The whole project, after a site 
has been decided upon, is then reviewed 
in regard to its probable effect on 
amenity—to what extent a scene of great 
natural beauty is likely to be changed— 
where interference in some degree is un- 
avoidable, and how that interference can 
best be neutralised. Civil engineering of 
this kind represents a direct challenge 
to some of the most formidable forces 
of nature. 

Most of us have stored in our 
memories enchanting pictures of the 
Highland scene—impressive groups of 
mountains, wide empty stretches of moor- 
land, remote valleys, wooded lochs, wind- 
ing rivers, and companionable little 
burns. When passing a constructional 
scheme in active progress, the mess, at 
close quarters, looks appalling, and the 
question it prompts—‘ Can this ever be 
put right ? "—is a natural one. 

The answer is, of course, that it can be, 
and is. In this work of healing, Nature 
co-operates with surprising speed, and 
as soon as the constructional work is 
done, natural growths begin to hide the 
scars. Camps and litter, say in the neigh- 
bourhood of some completed and remote 
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dam, have been removed. Embankmer'ts 
have been levelled and sown, spoil hea»s 
similarly have been covered with eart4, 
and soon are covered with grass ard 
heather. The incongruous din is over. 
Everybody has gone home: and the sti |- 
ness of the place, over which only tie 
clouds now move, returns ; for nothi: g 
remains to disturb it. 


A few words about pipe lines, i.e. t.e 
pipes which convey the water from te 
reservoir to the relative power statio1, 
sometimes for a distance of several miles. 
Being exposed, they require to le 
painted from time to time to preve it 
corrosion, and although the colour «f 
the paint is always taken, by way <f 
camouflage, from the general tone <f 
the surrounding vegetation, you cann.t 
paint out the strong shadows projectc 1 
by the sunlight. To mitigate this, a goci 
deal of tree and bush planting is beinz 
done, around and beside the pipes, bit 
this cannot be effective for some year:. 
Although several of the Board’s schemes. 
have surface pipes, their use has bee. 
avoided wherever practically ani 
economically possible. In the Affric 
scheme, for instance, no pipes are visible 
at all. From Loch Mullardoch to Loch 
Benevean the water flows through an 
underground tunnel and from Loci 
Benevean to the power station at Fasna- 
kyle the same. No visitor walking about 
in the quiet forecourt at Fasnakyle has 
any inkling that he is crossing three 
eight-feet diameter pipes containing 
water with an explosive pressure of four 
hundred and fifty feet of head. 


And now, may I tell you a little about 
the buildings. These include the dams, 
the power stations, sub-stations, and cot- 
tages for the resident staffs. The dams 
are designed by the civil engineers, the 
power stations by the architects in close 
consultation with the engineers, and the 
staff cottages by the architects. 


The dams are severely practical in 
form; the plainer they are the better. 
Most of them are of mass concrete, but 
the containing embankments of one or 
two are topped with earth slopes to be 
covered with grass. The latter, however, 
are possible only under certain site con- 
ditions. Some of the dams are high and 
narrow. Others are wide. The dam at 
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Detail of a Celtic sculpture, by He.’

station. 
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Loch Mullardoch, for instance, is nearly 
half a mile long and at its centre, over 
one hundred feet high. 

Power stations present a subject of a 
very different kind. They vary widely 
ir. size. Some of the smaller ones are 
n> larger than average semi-detached 
housing blocks. Some are of moderate 
s ze, aS at Grudie Bridge and Luichart ; 
some are large, as at Sloy, Clunie, and 
Fasnakyle. Most of the power stations 
e free-standing, i.e., isolated buildings 
ith no other buildings near them. One 
‘ two are built into the dams and thus 
some an integral part of the dam 
‘sign. Of that type the stations at 
tlochry and Torr-Achilty are examples. 
Shortly after the Board began to func- 
yn, and as a preliminary to its extensive 
iilding programme, a question of first- 
te importance confronted the adminis- 
ation—of what materials should the 
ywer Stations and minor buildings be 
‘ected ? The Board decided that, if 
rro-concrete had to be used structurally 
1 the power stations, it would have to 
2 protected either by a cladding of 
\ eather-resisting slabs, or by a facework 
( stone. There was a strong preference 
or stone, if that could be made practic- 
edle. But éould it be ? It was believed 
tiat it could, and should, be. Not only 
because the Board desired their buildings 
to be seemly, and so far as possible at 
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home with their settings, but also because 
they hoped that by a revival of the stone 
industry throughout the north of Scot- 
land they would be opening up again an 
interesting and valuable source of em- 
ployment. For these reasons, and others, 
the decision to use stone was taken. 

Mr. Shearer then went on to describe 
the difficulties that the Board experienced 
in reviving the stone industry so as to 
provide enough stone for the Board’s 
needs. He continued on the plight of the 
stone industry at the present time and 
stated that the general situation seemed 
to him to be utterly unnatural and wrong, 
for Scotland was a country of stone, 
and for centuries stone buildings had 
— the familiar background of Scottish 
life. 

He concluded his address by saying: 

Structural limitations of vertical sup- 
port and span have been removed to 
the extent that in architectural design 
we can now go in almost any direction 
we please, and, having thrown tradition 
overboard, we are not at all sure where 
to go. In the meantime, we are only 
reproducing exciting novelties from the 
various countries of Europe, Brazil 
and the United States. For how long this 
glassy, shadowless and somewhat flighty 
architecture will content us—if it con- 
tents us now—is anybody’s guess. I leave 
the question with you for reflection.

November 20, of Mr. Joseph Ember- 
ton, FRIBA, which occurred at a supper in 
London of the Architecture Club. He 
was 66. 

Mr. Emberton will be remembered for his 
outstanding contribution in the 1930s to the 
evolution of modern architecture. He was 
a firm believer in making the most of new 
materials as they became available, such as 
ferro-concrete and_ stainless steel, and 
believed, too, that far more use should be 
made of glass as a facing material for build- 
ings. He held some strong views, and was 
convinced that the small individual house or 
cottage was out of date and flats were the 
form that housing should take in the modern 
world. One of his outstanding buildings, 
which won him an RIBA Bronze Medal, 
was the Royal Yacht Club pavilion at 
Burnham. 

He had his architectural education at the 
Royal College of Art, and began his career 
as assistant to Sir John J. Burnet, RA, and 
in 1922 went into partnership with Mr. P. J. 
Westwood, FRIBA. Some of his works 
while in this partnership were: Austin: Reed 
shop, Regent-street; various pavilions, British 
Exhibition, Wembley. Other of his works 
include: Empire Hall, Olympia; Universal 
House, Southwark Bridge; Simpson’s, Picca- 
dilly; Olympia Garage; Pavilions, Paris 
Exhibition, 1937; Gramophone building, 
Oxford-street; Casino, Blackpool, Easiwork 
factory, Gillingham; Stafford Cripps estate, 
Finsbury (flats and commercial buildings); 
standard hospitals for Ministry of Health; 
extensions to Linton Hospital, Maidstone. 
During the war he was housing officer to 
MAP, architectural adviser on hostels to 
Ministry of Works, and consultant to 
Ministry of Supply on design of prefabri- 
cated steel houses. 


Sir John Mactaggart 


WE ANNOUNCE with regret the death, on 
November 24, of Sir John Auld Mactaggart, 
Bt., a prominent builder and director of 
several property companies, at his home in 
Glasgow, aged 89. 

Born in 1867, he was educated for the 
Civil Service but instead took a post as 
accountant to a large building syndicate in 
Glasgow until he started in the building 
trade on his own in 1887. Since then, 
latterly with the aid of his son, he had been 
connected with the construction of over 
40,000 flats and houses in London, Glasgow 
and Edinburgh. Although mainly a private 
enterprise builder, he did contract for local 
authorities and the Admiralty. 

Sir John, by reason of his specialised 
knowledge, was called in many times as a 
consultant to Government departments in 
Edinburgh and London, and also produced 
a memorandum on a study of housing made 
by him in 1936 in the United States for 
President Roosevelt. He was actively in- 
terested in politics. Sir John was President 
of the National Federation of Property 
Owners from 1950 to 1952.

Ts site has a 37-ft. frontage to the road and a depth 
of 156 ft. The bungalow was designed to conform to an 
approximate figure of £2,000, excluding external works and 
garage. The plan is devised to achieve maximum usable 
space within a total floor area of 880 sq. ft. The contract 
price was £2,230. The bungalow was placed as near to the 
road to the north of the site as permissible. 

The central area has a 7 ft. 6 in. ceiling (an LCC waiver 
was granted) partly to reduce overall height of clear- 
storey containing cold water tank and partly to accent the 
sloping ceiling to living and bedrooms. The kitchen was 
designed with particular attention to its complete visibility 
from dining hall and the living-room. Although it is 
open on three sides the main lighting for the working area 
is by a clear-storey opening light which also acts as an 
extract duct for steam and cooking smells. The bungalow 
is floor heated by electric cables laid in the screed and 
controlled by thermostat. Radiant heat is also available 
from the many socket outlets positioned above skirting.

SANDYS, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, has agreed to a 
request by Birmingham Corporation that 
he should lift the embargo he imposed, 
because of the credit squeeze, on capital 
expenditure for building club rooms for 
tenants of municipal estates. He stated 
in a letter to the Corporation that this is 
on the understanding that such amenities 
are genuinely needed. 

in Birmingham the embargo had 
caused the suspension of plans for 19 
club rooms which the Corporation con- 
sidered essential as the only immediate 
means of developing community life on 
many big new estates round the city. A 
typical club room costs, with land, 
£5,000; each building, a brick-built hall 
containing various rooms, serves a com- 
munity of 1,500 or 2,000. 


RIBA Recognition Accorded 


STUDENTS of architecture in Surrey 
will, in future, be able to train for and 
obtain their degrees in their own county.

Writ Against Minister 


THE Oxford roads controversy took a 
new turn on Tuesday, when it was 
announced that the Dean and Chapter of 
Christ Church had issued a writ against 
Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, in respect of his 
proposals that Magdalen Bridge should 
be closed to motor traffic and a road 
built across Christ Church Meadow. 

The writ claims: (1) A declaration that 
the letter from the Minister to Oxford 
City Council:dated September 21, 1956, 
is not a direction under Section 6 (2) of 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, and that the city council are not 
bound to comply therewith; (2) (alterna- 
tively) A declaration that if the letter is to 
be construed as such a direction then it is 
ultra vires the Minister and contrary to 
law; and (3) A declaration that the Mini- 
ster cannot now lawfully amend the city 
council’s development plan in accord- 
ance with the proposals required by that 
letter or any proposals which include a 
road across Christ Church Meadow. 

It would be open to the Minister to 
join Oxford City Council as defendants 
in the action.

A PLAN FOR BAGHDAD 
Housing Centre Discussion 


OW a modern plan for the ancient 

capital of Iraq, Baghdad, is being made 
and the city developed was described to a 
Housing Centre meeting on October 23 by 
Mr. P. W. MacFarvtane, FRICS, MTPI, 
one of the authors of the plan. 


Baghdad, he said, was essentially an ad- 
ministrative town and the centre of a people 
that was just being welded together into a 
nation. The great thing that was changing 
the face of Baghdad and the whole life of 
the Middle East was oil. After referring to 
the wealth that has come to Iraq and other 
Middle East countries as producers of oil, 
Mr. MacFarlane said a development board 
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had been set up to plan the overall expendi- 
ture of the money which was to be devoted 
to the development of Iraq. 

Around Baghdad was a fertile area, ~ ith 


_@ great amount of silt which had teen 


washed down by the two great rivers, the 
Tigris and the Euphrates. Great efforts were 
being made through irrigation schemes to 
bring back into cultivation much of the 
land that had lain waste for centuries. 
Three problems had to be faced. One was 
how to provide a road system to enable the 
traffic to move freely through the city; an- 
other was how to provide new housing and 
open spaces for the children; and hov. to 
provide a town with a civic consciousness, 


The planners had had to stress very 
strongly in their report the need to concen- 
trate in the development of the city on the 
less spectacular in building, on the dignity 
of the individual and on working for human 
happiness. 

The one main street in Baghdad, Raschid- 
street, was now hopelessly congested with 
traffic. There were no suburban eleciric 
railways and no underground system to re- 
lieve the surface traffic, and a great lack 
of car parking facilities. 

Baghdad was built on a lateral plan and 
extended over some 15 miles. It had not 
been easy to convince the Baghdad auth- 
orities that they should not continue to de- 
velop the city lengthwise but develop it in 
depth instead. 


Menace of Floods 


Speaking of the constant menace of floods 
to the city, he said that now there were tre- 
mendous irrigation and _ flood control 
scheme on the upper Tigris. It was believed 
by the engineers that, except for really ab- 
normal floods, Baghdad would now be safe. 

As for housing, the whole of the central 
area of the city was almost one great slum. 
There was a lack of north-to-south roads, 
but now a road was being constructed, 
about 140 feet wide, right through the 
centre of the city, with dual carriageways. 
The frontages on this road would be sold 
to help pay for the cost of its construction. 

Plans were proposed that an area of 70 
acres should be carved out of the old slum 
area in the centre of the town and a civic 
centre built there. Clearance on this site 
was already started. There would also be 
a governmental centre. New houses of par- 
liament were about to be completed and a 
new palace for the king and a processional 
way, all of which would be linked up with 
each other. 

A government hospital central building 
costing from £1m. to £2m. was being built 
with American aid, also two other new 
hospitals. Schools had hardly been dealt 
with in the plan yet, because the education 
authorities had to work out a whole new 
education system first. 

The planners had not thought in terms of 
flats for housing. The average Baghdad man, 


they thought, did not want to live up in the § 


air. A umiversity centre was also being 
planned. Various higher educational bui!d- 
ings were in existence, but a new centre was 
wanted, something like 500 acres in extent, 
to include residential accommodation. 

Mr. MacFarlane said the local building 
material available was a soft type of bric<, 
but a cement works was being start«‘.

FURTHER LONDON DEVELOPMENT 


AT the Housing Centre recently Mr, 
H. J. Wuitrietp Lewis, ARIBA, 
principal housing architect to the London 
County Council, described the latest 
schemes of high blocks of flats on which 
his authority is now engaged, in particular 
those which have been completed or on 
which work has begun since he spoke in 
the RIBA symposium in February, 1955. 


In the chair was Mr. A. G. SHEPPARD 
FIDLER, FRIBA, chief architect to Birm- 
ingham City Council, who said that, while 
the controversy of flats v. houses had 
ceased to exist, the problem to-day was 
how to produce an acceptable environ- 
ment around high-density building. For 
many years designers of flats and houses 
had been working to standards cut to the 
bone and he believed the stage had now 
been reached at which further economies 
of a major kind could only be sought 
along two lines. One was the study of 
the plan, its shape, the relationship of 
stairs, lifts, etc., which could prove a 
fruitful source of investigation. An 
inquiry on those. lines was now being 
undertaken by the Ministry. The other 
was an investigation into structural prin- 
ciples and building techniques. 

Mr. WHITFIELD LEwIs said that really 
high blocks had not arisen out of any 
general increase in the zone densities laid 
down in the LCC Development Plan. 
Densities had always been operated flex- 
ibly with local increases near large open 
spaces, such as in the Roehampton area. 


Economic Height 


Stating reasons why it was necessary to 
build above 100 ft., Mr. Whitfield Lewis 
remarked that, (1) beyond 11 floors in- 
creased height did not make much 
difference as far as physical effect was 
concerned. The effect of insecurity did 
not increase beyond this height. (2) It was 
desirable from the economy point of 
view. If costs were to be kept reasonably 
low the maximum use must be made of 
services such as lifts and staircases, and 
this could be done by increasing the num- 
ber of units per floor and per block. (3) 
A few really high blocks had a remark- 
able effect on the openness of a layout 
and, at a given density, increased the 
amount of low building. (4) As sites in 
London became scarce and more difficult 
to develop there was an increasing ten- 
dency towards piecemeal development. 
(5) On the assumption that central heat- 
ing was basic to high flats, blocks of 90 to 
100 units were an economic proposition 
to heat centrally and individually. (6) 
The new financial arrangements intro- 
duced by the Government encouraged 
high building, because an additional sub- 
sidy was available for each floor above 
six storeys and this he!ped to cover the 
increased cost of building high, although 
it did not completely do so. Finally, 
experience of open balcony or lobbv 
access at 10 ft., compared with enclosed 
access, had proved that the latter was to» 
be preferred. All the types of blocks he 
would refer to had enclosed access. 


Mr. Whitfield Lewis at this stage 
showed a number of; fascinating lantern 
slides of LCC high blocks of flats, includ- 
ing constructional details. He dealt first 
with the Portsmouth-road estate, Wands- 
worth (the first ‘tall blocks to have internal 
bathrooms and w.c.s with mechanical 
ventilation); Loughborough-road, Lam- 
beth (first multi-storey maisonette 
blocks); and the Roehampton-lane, 
Wandsworth, scheme, now under con- 
struction. 

Turning to the Picton-street, Camber- 
well, scheme, Mr. Whitfield Lewis said 
this was being carried out with a nomin- 
ated contractor as a member of the design 
group. This policy was proving highly 
successful. The same maisonette block 
as at Roehampton-lane was being used, 
but the architectural treatment was dif- 
ferent. An attempt had been made to 
produce a reasonably maintenance-free 
building. The balcony fronts were of 
aluminium alloy and the droppers con- 
tained rainwater pipes. Window wall 
panels were faced with hardwood board- 
ing and the precast concrete slabs on the 
end walls were in dark blue-grey granite 
aggregate. 


Vacuum Concrete Slabs 


In the living-room at Picton-street 
were open fires, the flue wall containing 
plumbing and ventilation ducts in precast 
sections. Precasting was done on the site. 
Large cladding slabs were cast face down 
in moulds, the water sucked .off by a 
vacuum process and the slabs removed 
after a few hours. This process had been 
found very satisfactory on this site. The 
plumbing duct beam was also precast on 
the site. For the prefabricated copper 
plumbing tree, push-fit joints were used. 


The Brandon estate, Southwark, said 
Mr. Whitfield Lewis, was one of mixed 
development, including the rehabilitation 
and conversion of sound Victorian 
houses. Beside the o!d property would 
be new building of a similar scale and 
the overall zone density of 130 persons 
per acre would be maintained by bui!ding 
high next to the future extension ta Ken- 
nington Park. There were to be six 18- 
storey blocks at the west end: of the site, 
where the local density would be 170. 


At Clive-street, Stepney, a mixed de- 
velopment scheme at the high density of 
170 was being carried out. Here advan- 
tage had again been taken of adjoining 
open space to build three 17-storey 
blocks. ; 

Another new scheme described by Mr. 
Whitfield Lewis is at Tidey-street, Pop- 
lar, where a new open space to the east 
of the site has been exploited by siting 
a single 19-storey block of a new type on 
its western fringe. In this way it had 
been possible, said Mr. Whitfield Lewis, 
for a large part of the scheme to be 
planned with four-storey maisonettes 
erasers in a series of linked squares and 
closes. “ 


In the St. Anne’s neighbourhood. Step- 
ney, a single 16-storey block was planned 
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for a mixed development scheme to give 
a local increase in density and sited so ag 
to close the vista of the Salmon-lane 
shopping centre. 

Figures of cost given by Mr. Whitfield 
Lewis included the following: Brandop. 
street, Southwark: £3,193 per dwelling, 
£1,108 per room; Tidey-street, Poplar, 
£3,522 and £1,174; Clive-street, Stepney, 
£3,048 and £1,140. 


CHURCH DESIGN TODAY 
Views at Birmingham Conference 


ARCHITECT S and builders were among 

those attending a two-day schooi on 
20th century church design arranged by the 
Extra Mural Department of Birmingham 
University in coajunction with the Diocesan 
Care of Churches Committee, held at the 
Barber Institute, Birmingham, on Novem- 
ber 16 and 17. 

The purpose of the conference was to 
enable architects, clergy and other lay 
people to discuss the design of new churches 
in the light of modern esthetic trends and 
theological considerations. 

The Rev. GitBertT Cope, one of the 
organisers of the conference, said that 
people tended to think only in terms of a 
two-chamber building. The object of the 
conference was to consider the alternatives 
in relation to the functions of the building 
as a place of worship as this was under- 
stood to-day—contemporary buildings for 
contemporary theology. 

It is thought by many, he added, that 
for small parish churches a single chamber 
would be better and would overcome the 
anomalies that existed. 

Many experimental services were being 
tried, and the time might be not far distant 
when other forms of service would be 
authorised for use in the Church of 
England, the Rev. Cope continued. ‘It is 
thus most desirable from the point of view 
of architecture that foresight should be 
shown now.’ 

Mr. BasiL Spence, ARA, FRIBA, com- 
mented that his beliefs were embodied in 
the new churches around Coventry which 
were now being built. They were low-cost 
buildings—three were being erected at 
£16,000 each. They were one-chamber 
buildings and there was no screen. Mr. 
Spence said that many of the churches he 
had seen abroad were like that ‘with 
beautiful detail.’ 

The new churches around Coventry were 
really buildings on a * semi-mass production 
principle,’ Mr. Spence said. They were 
arousing much interest. The church form 
was the same, but variety was achieved by 
grouping in different sites and with different 
finishes and windows, and so on. ‘I think 
architects are very much alive to this prob- 
lem of building places of worship according 
to the resources available,’ he added. 


Lambeth Bridge Roundabout 


Work will begin early in December, 1956, 
on a new roundabout at the east» end of 
Lambeth Bridge. The £40,000 contract has 
been let to John Mowlem and Co., Ltd., and 
the work is scheduled to take nine months.

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IN PARLIAMENT

Oil and Petrol Rationing 


WHISTLING is not normally a form of 

expressing surprise used by Members 
of Parliament, but there were several low 
whistles of amazement to break the silent, 
almost sullen, atmosphere in the House of 
Commons on November 20, when Mr. 
AUBREY JONES, Minister of Fuel and Power, 
made his melancholy announcement about 
the introduction of oil and petrol rationing. 


It cannot be said that this announcement 
was anything of a surprise. Indeed, it was 
obvious from what the Minister had said 
the week before that such a decision was a 
foregone conclusion. If there was anything 
of 2 surprise it was that four weeks should 
elapse before this four months’ experiment 
in the national interest should be operative. 


The natural reaction was to inquire for 
how much longer than the period the Min- 
ister mentioned the rationing would last, and 
when it would become more severe, and 
whether this was the first stage in a return 
to austerity made necessary by a variety of 
factors, one of the most important of them 
being the expenditure of gold and dollar 
reserves on the purchase of oil from the 
United States. 


Whichever way. one looks at it, it is fairly 
certain that Mr. Macmillan’s Budget next 
April, which will be introduced some time 
about the date the rationing period might be 
due to expire, will provide little comfort 
for his followers and may have some 
unpleasant discomforts for the nation 
generally. 


One thing which emerged’ from the 
Minister’s replies was that he agreed that 
his statement, combined with existing coal 
prospects, made an even stronger case for 
pressing ahead at the fastest possible pace 
with the development of atomic energy. 

Mr. Jones is expected to make a state- 
ment before Christmas about the re- 
assessment of the atomic energy programme 
set out in the Government’s White Paper in 
February, 1955, in the light-of the review 
carried out by the Central Electricity 
Authority. Already it is felt that that 
programme is by no means adequate, and 
efforts are being made to provide a more 
realistic plan. 


Industrial Coal 


Another aspect of the Government’s 
decision was commented on by Mr. GERALD 
NABaRRO later in the day. During the dis- 
cussion of the motion to maintain for a 
further year certain. Defence Regulations, he 
drew attention to the policy of recent years 
of encouraging industry to switch from 
industrial coal to imported oil, and noted 
that many industrial plants had oil-burning 
facilities, | Because of oil rationing, those 
plants would return to coal for their pro- 
duction needs, and he asked whether the 
nation could sustain a state of affairs in 
which oil and domestic coal was. rationed, 
but industrial coal was not. 

For that reason, he asked for some indi- 
cations of the Minister’s intentions about 
industrial coal. Was there to be a restric- 
tion on the use of such coal, or were people 
to be induced to continue their efforts to 
use coal in industry in a more efficient man- 


ner than they had done in the past? He pre- 
ferred persuasion to compulsion. 

Mr. DaviD RENTON, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Fuel and Power, said that 
the needs of factories which had converted 
to oil would be borne in mind, but it was 
hoped they would do their best to economise. 
There were already careful arrangements for 
the distribution and allocation of domestic 
coal, and it was hoped that these would con- 
tinue to operate satisfactorily and fairly. 


The Rent Bill 


PARLIAMENTARY scrutiny of the Rent 

Bill, by which the Government sought 
to amend the Rent Restriction Acts, was 
generally expected to provoke fierce political 
conflict in the House of Commons when it 
came up for second reading on November 
21 and 22. Although there were some indig- 
nant comments, and a few harsh words, 
there was nothing like the rumpus that had 
been forecast, and the Bill was: led almost 
like a lamb to the slaughter. 

The debate did serve to demonstrate the 
vast cleavage of opinion that there is 
between the parties on the question of hous- 
ing policy. Relevant party documents, 
speeches and promises were laid bare like 
cards on the table, with each side commend- 
ing their own and condemning those of their 
opponents. 

Mr. SANpDys, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, sitting like the faithful 
juryman ‘hearkening unto the evidence,’ 
was moved to intervene at one stage, when 
Mr. Mitchison was quoting from the 
Minister’s speech at Llandudno, to inquire 
whether the Labour Party proposals inten- 
ded that large subsidies should be used to 
pay for repairs to rented property which it 
was suggested were to be taken over by local 
authorities. 

This question produced a little thin-ice 
skating by Mr. Mitcnison. After parrying 
it with a thrust that the Bill did not oblige 
landlords to do repairs, he skilfully sugges- 
ted how the Minister and the Opposition 
could come to terms. But someone had to 
do the repairs: increased rents in smaller 
properties would pay for them, decontrol to 
enable landlords to make stiffer bargains 
would meet them in larger houses. 

Mr. SANDYS was not to be put off, and 
back he came with the same inquiry. This 
time Mr. MITCHISON caused a stir among 
the Conservatives by suggesting that it would 
depend on each separate case. The Minister 
was removing housing subsidies, an action 
which the Opposition opposed and would 
continue to oppose. Yet that did not pre- 
vent local authorities from putting the cost 
of building houses partly or wholly on the 
rents or the rates. A housing subsidy, he 
contended, included a subsidy for repairs as 
well as for building. 

Mr. ENocH PowELL, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry, who moved the second 
reading, said that since the war the achieve- 
ment on housing in Britain had, by any 
standards, been remarkable. Between 
2,500,000 and 2,750,000 new houses had 
been built. Since 1949 more than 1,500,000 
new houses had been built. From the end 
of 1954 to the end of next year when the 
Bill would begin to operate it could be calcu- 
lated with certainty that there would be an 
addition of at least 750,000 homes. It 
followed, he said, that the country was 
within sight of an equation of the overall 
supply and demand. 
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This claim was too much for Mr. Mrrci- 
SON. He argued that everyone knew it was 
foolish to tell the House that the supply of 
houses would be sufficient to meet the 
demand by the end of 1957. He urged the 
Conservatives to turn from fancies to facts, 
including the acute scarcity of. houses . in 
London. It was wicked nonsense to say that 
the shortage could be made up im a year 
or so. 

Mr. Powell had pointed out that in 
London 190,000 houses would be decan- 
trolled at once. There would also be a 
number of properties which had come into 
possession before and since the publication 
of the Bill, Which would add to the letting 
market. It was the common experience of 


members that many houses in London sub- 


ject to rent control were standing vacant in 
the vain endeavour to sell them. 

There were areas where the balance of 
supply and demand would differ, and in 
London there was a special situation. The 
Government saw no reason to doubt that the 
rents to be obtained when this large number 
of houses went on to the market would nat 
be much in excess of the rents for houses 
remaining under control. In many cases the 
new rent limit would in practice prove to be 
the maximum. Existing rents would be 
raised by stages, and it would be necessary 
for a landlord to give notice of any increase. 

Mr. Mitchison thought this was an ill-con- 
ceived iniquitous measure which paved the 
way for total abolition of rent control 

The general pattern of the debate was 
based on the relative approaches to the 
problem. Government supporters favoured 
the Bill, with occasional criticisms about 
some proposals, as providing a measure of 
justice. The Opposition rejected it and pro- 
pounded their scheme for local authority 
ownership. 

Mr. JuLtus SILVERMAN drew attention to 
experience in Birmingham where the Labour 
Party policy of letting local authorities take 
over rent-controlled houses was a practic- 
able, humane and workable solution. For 
the first time in a generation repairs were 
being done. An average of more than £200 
had been spent by the local authority on 
making those houses reasonably habitable. 
The Government were heading for great 
industrial clashes when the Bill became law. 


The Government's Views 

Mr. SANDys, winding up the debate, 
quoted Mr. Bevan against the Labour Party, 
and enjoyed himself immensely in poking 
quiet fun at the Opposition. They had 
never made clear, he said, what they meant 
by their statement that housing should be 
regarded as a social service. The Govern- 
ment’s view was that no family should, be- 
cause of a lack’ of means, be deprived of a 
home. It was the responsibility of a 
Government to see that every family had‘a 
good home. Because houses were a neces- 
sity it did not follow that they should be 
made artificially cheap for everyone. The 
Government were not proposing to make 
owning a house which was not in good 
repair a criminal offence. 

One Scottish Conservative member, Mr. 
GeorcE, was particularly critical of the Bill. 
While expressing pride at being associated 
with the Government’s courageous legisla- 
tion on valuation and rating, housing sub- 
sidies and their record of building, he 
regretted the haste with which this Bill had 
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been introduced. ‘Scotland was not ready 
for. decontrol, and it was bad tactics for the 
Secretary: of State to be associated with an 
English Bill. Those whose homes had been 
decontrolled would. have no protection. 
-The Bill was read a second time by 314 
votes to 250, a Government majority of 64. 


University Building Programme 
More than Doubled 


To meet the greatly increased demand for 

university education which will arisé in 
the next 10 years, a greatly expanded build- 
ing programme, which starts at more than 
double the existing rate, is envisaged in new 
plans which the Government announced to 
both Houses on November 21. 

In the Commons, Mr. HENRY BROOKE, 
Financial Secretary to the Treasury, said the 
universities had already made proposals to 
the University Grants ‘Committee which, 
taken together, would increase the number 
of students from 84,000 in the academic year 
1955-56 to 106,000 by the mid-1960s. Of 
this increase, it was expected that about two- 
thirds would study science or technology. 

“This increase,’ he went on, ‘ could not be 
met without building much new accommoda- 
tion of all types. The Government is con- 
vinced that this is a sound long-term invest- 
ment, and accordingly the Chancellor has 
given authority for university building pro- 
jects up to the value of £10,400,000 to be 
started in 1957, £12m. in 1958 and a further 
£12m. in 1959, over and above the large 
sums required for the expansion of Imperial 
College. These amounts are instalments of 
what will be needed over a longer term, and 
they compare with starts of £4,800,000 for 
the current year, which means that, the pre- 
sent rate of starts is to be more than doubled. 

“Large though this increase is, the Govern- 
ment believe that the universities should be 
encouraged to expand even more. The Uni- 
versity Grants Committee have advised us 
that a larger expansion would be desirable 
if resources can be made available. ‘They 
would like to invite the universities to con- 
sider still further expansion to meet national 
needs. The Government is giving further 
thought to this in consultation with the com- 
mittee. It is certainly our intention to ensure 
that the universities and the technical col- 
leges will together'be able to produce at least 
the number of qualified scientists and engi- 
neers which the Committee on Scientific 
Manpower recently estimated to be needed 
over the period 10 to 15 years hence.’ 


Provisions Welcomed 


A general welcome for the new provisions 
was given by Mr. STEWART, who said that 
he was glad that the statement .recognised 
that. the sums to be allocated in the next 
three, years were only a beginning of a solu- 
tion of this problem. 

. Mr. BROOKE told him that the building 
planned would include provision for facilities 
for social life for the increased numbers of 
students. It was the Government’s desire 
that all those. boys and girls who had mental 
and general ability to.benefit by a university 
education should get.the opportunity. 

; Mr.. KING urged him to bear in mind if 
yniversity. education was as good a long-term 
investment as they all believed and the. uni- 
vetsities were to be fed. by the secondary 
schools that there was need for co-operation 
between the: Chancellor. of the Exchequer 


and the Minister of Education to restore the 
secondary schools on which building had 
been stopped last year. 

Mr. BROOKE, emphasising that this was a 
co-ordinated effort, declined to be drawn 
into making a comprehensive statement 
about all the Government’s educational 
intentions. He had commented earlier that 
his announcement opened wider questions 
which could be debated on a future occasion. 


Road Construction Policy 


R. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 

of Transport and Civil Aviation, reply- 

ing to questions about the Government’s 

road policy in the Commons on November 

21, said that in the year 1956-57 and the 

following two years he hoped to authorise 

construction work on about 400. miles of 
trunk ‘roads in Britain. 


This will include the first section of the 
London-Yorkshire motorway, the Birming- 
ham-Preston motorway, and the Ross Spur 
between Upton-on-Severn and Ross-on-Wye. 


It was not possible to say how much of 
the work would be completed each year. 

In the years 1950-56, 1354 miles of trunk 
roads, either new, realigned or widened were 
built. The annual figures were: 1950-51, 
194 miles; 1951-52, 244 miles; 1952-53, 124 
miles; 1953-54, 14 miles; 1954-55, 27 miles; 
1955-56, 38 miles. 

Mr. Grey asked the Minister if he had 
any statement about the new trunk road 
through Durham. 


Mr. WATKINSON: A_ new trunk road 
through the county of Durham is shown in 
the county development plan, but I cannot 
say when it will be possible to include it in 
the road programme. If, however, Mr. Grey 
has in mind the question of a new relief road 
in Durham city—which is a county road pro- 
posal—the present position is that the traffic 
figures have been analysed and the two 
councils are preparing alternative plans to 
compare costs. 


Mr. Ness EDwarpDs and Mr. PHILLIPS 
Price asked for a statement about authoris- 
ing construction of the Severn Bridge. 


Mr. WATKINSON said that he had not yet 
completed his consideration of this matter, 
but hoped soon to be able to write to the 
chairman of the conference of local authori- 
ties about it, 


Mr. PARKER asked when the Barking by- 
pass double carriageway was to be com- 
pleted. 


Mr. HuGH MOLson, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Transport, said it 
was hoped to authorise the acquisition of 
the necessary land within the next two 
months. If no difficulties arose, construc- 
tional work should start next year and take 
about 15 months to complete, 

Mr. JAMES HARRISON asked the Minister 
for a statement on the negotiations between 
his department and the Corporation of Not- 
tingham about the connecting main roads to 
the new. Trent Bridge at Clifton, Notting- 
ham. 

Mr. MOLsOoN said that when he was in 
Nottingham in connection with the road 
safety campaign, he was shown the site of 
the proposed road. At his invitation, a 
memorandum dealing with the project had 
been sent to: him and the cnpertanens was 
examining it. ‘ 
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Mr. ParKER asked the Minister what pro- 
gress had been made with the construction 
of the Dartford-Purfleet Tunnel. 

Mr. WATKINSON: The contractors for the 
main tunnel started operations last July, and 
are engaged on preliminary work on both 
sides of the river. It is expected that the 
driving of the tunnel will begin in the next 
three or four months. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


House Purchase Loans 


Mr. Awsery asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government how many times 
the rate of interest on loans under the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Act had been in- 
creased since 1951; what were the rates in 
1951 and 1956; and what action was being 
taken to encourage people to purchase their 
own homes by giving them better facilities, 

Mr. ENocu PowELt, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, replying on November 20, said: The 
rate of interest is fixed by statute as one- 
quarter per cent. in'excess of the rate for 
advances from the local loans fund. All the 
evidence of advances made by building 
societies and local authorities shows that the 
demand for house purchase is continuing at 
a high rate. 

Mr. Procror asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer if he would appoint a depart- 
mental committee to consider the cases of 
hardship which have arisen because of in- 
creases in interest rates on mortgages which 
had been granted by building societies in 
periods when interest rates were lower, with 
a view to legislation to control these interest 
rates. 

Mr. HAROLD MACMILLAN, in a written 
reply on November 20, stated: No. 


Rent Increases, Scotland 


Mrs. CULLEN asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland on November 21 what was the 
average increase of rent which would be per- 
mitted under the Rent Bill on tenanted and 
controlled houses remaining under control 
in Glasgow, in other parts of Scotland and in 
Scotland as a whole, and over how many 
houses in each case. the: average was 
reckoned. 

Mr. Nixon Browne, Under-Secretary, 
Scottish Office: The Secretary of State has 
no means of estimating the average increase 
in rent which will be permitted under the 
Rent Bill, but the increases throughout Scot- 
land will range from about 1s. toa maximum 
of 4s. a week in the case of the ‘1956 Act 
increase ’; and from about 2s. to a maximum 
of 8s. a week in the,case of the revised 
repairs increase under the 1954 Act. 

He added that out of 640,000 houses the 
increase would only apply to houses that 
were in good and tenantable repair and not 
in any other respect: unfit for human habita- 
tion.

Apprentices Criticised 


R. H. A. TAYLOR, president of the 

Evesham and District Association of 
Building Trades Employers, criticised the 
results obtained at technical colleges during 
the year by local building trades’ apprentices 
at their annual prize-giving. Remarking that 
the results were ‘not what they should have 
been,’ Mr. Taylor reminded the apprentices 
that the builders had to go to the expense of 
giving them time off to send them to school. 
‘We did not have the privilege of having 
time off from work 20 years ago to attend 
school, we had to go in the evenings in our 
own time. I do think that you should 
endeavour to put a little more into your 
work at these technical colleges and make 
the most of the opportunities before you,’ 
he said. 


No More Council Houses 


Because of the high rents which would 
have to be charged Madeley district com- 
mittee of the Wenlock Borough Council 
have decided not to build any more houses. 
Councillor D. Powis said that while they all 
wanted to see more houses built, they could 
not expect people to pay rents of £2 15s. a 
week. If they went in for slum clearance 
houses there was no guarantee that the sub- 
sidy would remain. 


A decision to stop building houses has 
been made by Maldon Council, Essex, be- 
cause it will have to charge rents of more 
than 50s. a week.

FROST PRECAUTIONS 


Joint Water Committee’s 
Recommendations 


JOINT Committee has been formed 

from the British Waterworks Associa- 
tion and the Water Companies Association to 
promote a national campaign to make the 
general public aware of the risks of frost 
damage to domestic water systems and the 
preventative measures that they themselves 
may take. 

In collaboration with the British Standards 
Institution, the Committee has produced a 
leaflet that sets out, in a form easily under- 
stood by the layman, these counter measures 
to ensure a ‘ burst-free’ winter. Also set out 
in the leaflet are sensible hints in case the 
householder neglected to take the necessary 
precautions. 

Plumbers will be one of the targets for the 
Committee. It is hoped that when main- 
taining installations they will report any 
neglected plumbing to the owner in order to 
have it replaced in time to beat the freeze-up. 


Sir John McMillan, chairman of the Joint 
Committee, in addressing the conference to 
launch the Committee, quoted the LCC’s 
figures of frost damage on their housing 
estates during the February cold spell of this 
year. Of the 185,000 LCC houses, 23,000, 
or 20 per cent., suffered damage, much of 
which could have been avoided if the occu- 
pants had taken precautions such as are [aid 
out in the leaflet, 

The campaign does not end with this leaf- 
let, on the contrary, this is just the beginning; 
the Committee intend circulating local 
authorities with technical information and 
diagrammatic working models. 

For the future, the Committee consider 
that the obvious way to prevent frost dam- 
age is the installation of an efficient plumb- 
ing system in new houses. Sufficient co- 
operation and thought at the drawing board 
stage will, they suggest, eliminate most of the 
trouble, although a perfectly freeze-proof 
system, even with the new PVC tubing, is 
impossible.

WOOLWICH CHALK WORKINGS 
Filling with Water-borne Ash 


THE London County Council is to fill in 
the disused chalk workings below the surface 
of Alliance-road, Plumstead, which have 
been the cause of subsidences in the area. 
The necessary powers have been obtained, 
and work is shortly to commence. 


Filling will be carried out by conveying 
water-borne ash through pipes into the voids 
formed by the old workings and tunnels in 
the chalk. The workings to be filled will 
first be divided off in sections by means of 
bulkheads and a mixture of ash and water 
will be flushed into the various sections. The 
water will then drain away leaving behind 
a filling of stable material. 


The work will be carried out by John 
Mowlem and Co., Ltd., who have already 
carried out the experimental and exploratory 
work in the old chalk galleries, and is ex- 
pected to take about two years to complete. 
The estimated cost is approximately 
£120,000, of which half will be met by the 
London County Council and half by the 
Woolwich MBC. off,

Fallacies of Estimating Systems 


A MEETING of the Institute of Building 

Estimators, held in London recentiy, 
was addressed by Mr. L. J. Bradshaw, 
MIOB, on ‘ Estimating Systems.’ Mr. V., F, 
W. Layton was in the chair. 


Mr. BRADSHAW said that he definitely set 
his face against ‘constants of labour’ as 
there was nothing more inconstant than 
labour, which was even more inconsteant 
than human nature. ‘If Bill Stickers is 
costed over a number of days on several 
of his occupations, for example, digging, 
mixing concrete, making general foreman’s. 
tea and the result of each day set down as 
a “ constant,” then over a period of a month 
these will vary from day to day by as much 
as 100 per cent,’ he declared. 


‘In tendering, the firms do not know the 
labour they are going to get. It may be 
English, Irish, Polish or even one day, Mar- 
tian. To start with, estimators take a gamble 
by presuming the labour will be of a certain 
category and assume the labour output will 
cost so much per hour.’ 


‘ Not an Exact Science’ 


Too many people treated estimating as an 
exact science, whereas Mr. Bradshaw’s view 
was that it was far different. In his opinion, 
estimating consisted of a profound know- 
ledge of building conditions and the ability 
to discriminate about conditions in terms of 
money. 


There were many factors affecting the price 
of labour. In building up a price great skill 
was required to estimate the cost of labour, 
but the remainder was simple. The price for 
digging a trench was affected by its length, 
any deviation from a straight line, projec- 
tions, etc., so a competent estimator would 
vary the time allowance on occasion from 
2 hours to, say, 24 hours. That was 124 
per cent. Some people allowed 2.166 hours 
and made a mess of the involved sum. 


‘An estimator makes a list of all items 
and fixes his cost per hour, say, 5s. per 
hour. When he sees a particular item, he 
says to himself that it will take 2 hours, 
that is, the price is 10s. But the skilled man 
says to himself that the job is worth 10s. 9d., 
and it is that experience which is the sound 
and practical way of estimating.’. 


Mr. Bradshaw felt that the tendency of 
people to make estimating a rigid science 
caused errors. There were about 2,000 com- 
putations in the average bill of quantities, 
and because people did not think in terms 
of money, then the inevitable errors were 
not recognised. 


There were many fair and accepted prac- 
tices which did not rely on a built-up price. 
For instance, plastering in narrow widths 
was 150 per cent. of the price for plastering 
per yard super. Again, some people priced 
fittings on copper tube. They priced each 
fitting, when all that was needed was to 
choose an average fitting, for example a lin. 
tee costing, say 10s. plus 100 per cent. Allow 
for fixing 2s. 6d. That 2s. 6d. represents 25 
per cent. on the average fitting. Therefore, 
the cost of fittings was cost plus 125 per 
cent. and any special, such as lead caulked.

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pointed out that the cost of labour would 
vary, due to different rates, so that some ad- 
justment was necessary. MR. BRADSHAW 
agreed and said that such adjustment could 
easily be made at the end of the bill. 

Mr. Hales thought that an estimator 
should use constants of labour built up by 
himself over a period of time. Mr. Brap- 
SHAW agreed that it was necessary to have 
a basis on which to start, but stressed that 
such a basis was not scientifically precise 
and the final figure to go into the bill was 
purely an estimate of what the estimator 
thought the job was worth. 

in reply to a point raised by Mr. Mupb, 
Mr. BRADSHAW said that obviously new 
items must be worked out, but that it was 
unnecessary to work out items each time. 
An estimator should know approximately 
what an item was worth and could therefore 
check anything that was worked out. 


INQUIRY BUREAU 


Substitute for Slates 


Q.—Constant repairs to the slate roof of 
my terraced house do not give satisfaction; 
it seems the only remedy would be to 
re-slate the entire roof. “Is there a more 
economical covering? Great progress is 
constantly being made with plastic and 
rubber-based compositions. Is it possible to 
cover the roof with one of these at a lower 
cost?

A.—No indication has been given of the 
age of the roof in question or the nature of 
the repairs that have been necessary to 
maintain a reasonable roof. 

Certain breakages are almost certain to 
happen from time to time, but this should 
not give cause to suppose that ultimately 
the whole roof must be re-slated, for, as 
stated, this would be a very expensive item. 

A good quality slate is almost indestruc- 
tible under normal use, but a poor quality 
slate does, after considerable exposure, 
crumble, losing its natural impervious pro- 
perties. Another possible reason for a roof 
becoming unsuitable for repair is when 
unsuitable nails have been used. If either 
of these two conditions exist, then there is 
only the one remedy, re-slate the roof. If, 
as I suspect, only the odd slate breaking 
from time to time, I see no reason why.a 
satisfactory repair should not be made and 
the roof restored to its original state. 

To the best of my knowledge there does 
not exist any plastic or rubber-based com- 
pound that could effectively be applied to a 
slated roof. Again, if the only answer is to 
recover the roof, your correspondent may 
like to consider the use of concrete tiles. 
These in themselves are _ considerably 
cheaper than slates, but the additional cost 
of rebattening the roof would have to be 
taken into consideration.

Damp Floor Problem 


Q.—Will you advise me on the treatment of 
a flagged floor to prevent dampness? The 
building is an old farmhouse (1720), with a 
sione-flagged floor without dampcourse, but 
not low-lying. A. C. §S. 

A.—Flagged floors in York stone have 
been used as a satisfactory medium for many 
years and it is reasonable to suppose that the 
floor in question has given many years of 
service without complaint. On a well-drained 


site under ordinary conditions it would con- 
tinue to be satisfactory. I suspect that 
changes have taken place in the farmhouse 
in respect of its heating. I imagine that the 
heating system has been considerably im- 
proved and in consequence is drawing mois- 
ture up from the ground through the stone 
and also the joints. 

There is not a satisfactory method of treat- 
ing these stones on their exposed surface 
unless subsequently the treated surface is 
itself protected by some form of covering. 

If the flagged floor is to be retained, then 
it will be necessary to lift the whole floor 
and suitably dampproof course the ground be- 
neath. To do this, first some 4 in. of soil 
must be removed and replaced with concrete, 
a mix of 6-1 would. be quite satisfactory. 
Coat over the whole of the concrete with a 
waterproofing compound of the bituminous 
based type. There are many of this type on 
the market. Having so treated the surface of 
the concrete the flagged floor may be re- 
placed. It is hardly necessary to state that 
this would be expensive but is the only 
satisfactory way to ensure a dry floor.

Cost of Laying Sewers 


Q.—A short time ago we _ purchased 
approximately 54 acres of land on which to 
build factory premises. The site is approxi- 
mately equal each way, and has a 12 in. main 
sewer running diagonally across the land. 
We now require to build over this sewer 
which is found to have an 18 in. backfall, 
and although we expected that we should 
have to divert this, it now entails re-laying a 
much longer run on purpose to obtain the 
required fall. 

This sewer was laid, and is owned by the 
local authority. Can you tell us what right 
the authority have to expect us to meet the 
cost of this, and also is it not generally 
allowed to build factory premises over a 
sewer which is approximafely 10 ft. deep? 


MIDLANDER. 


A.—The powers of local authorities with 
regard to buildings over sewers derive from 
section 25 of the Public Health Act, 1936. 
It should be noted that this section only 
applies to sewers and drains shown on the 
map which each local authority must keep 
for public inspection. If by-law plans are 
submitted for a building over such a sewer, 
the local authority must reject the plans 
unless satisfied that they can properly con- 
sent. If the authorify decide to consent, 
they may impose appropriate conditions. If 
the authority reject the plans or consent 
subject to conditions, the person submitting 
the plans may appeal to the local magistrates 
and beyond them to Quarter Sessions. 

The purpose of this control is two-fold: 
to. prevent damage to the sewer, and to 
ensure that nothing is done to impede access 
for the purpose of repair and maintenance. 
In view of the need for the local authority 
to obtain access, the depth at which the 
sewer is laid may not be relevant. 

I would suggest that “ Midlander’ should 
consider whether the problem of access 
could be overcome without having to divert 
the sewer. One method, which I believe has 
been adopted, is to encase the sewer in 4 
structure of some virtually imperishable 
material, through which any length’ of sewer 
requiring attention can be drawn out in one 
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piece. It may, of course, be that the only 
practicable method of dealing with the 
problem is to divert the sewer. 

From the legal standpoint, however, I do 
not think that it would be proper for the 
local authority to pass the plans subject to 
a condition to this effect. If the authority 
feel that they cannot consent to the building 
being erected over the sewer, they must re- 
ject the plans. The authority and the appli- 
cant can, however, agree that the sewer will 
be diverted—presumably at the latter’s 
expense; if this is done, the proposed build- 
ing would not be over a sewer and section 
25 will not apply. If the authority have in 
fact made a mistake in this respect, I think 
that ‘ Midlander’ should seek advice as to 
the legal consequences. 

In conclusion, it may be useful if a note 
be added about compensation. Although 
there are divergent views on this point, I do 
not think that compensation can be claimed 
if the authority reject the plans or impose 
conditions. But when a local authority lay 
a sewer through private land, the owner of 
that land can claim compensation under 
section 278 of the 1936 Act for any damage 
to his land. In my opinion, that damage 
includes the possibility that future building 
on the land may be prevented or restricted 
by the presence of the sewer. Your corre- 
spondent might usefully inquire if compensa- 
tion was claimed at the time the sewer was 
laid; if it was not claimed, he should con- 
sider whether a claim can be made now.

MPHE annual prize distribution of the LOC 

Hammersmith School of Building and 
Arts and Crafts, the school that is experi- 
menting in integrated study, was held at 
Hammersmith Town Hall on November 22. 
Mr. HENRY DowLiING, FRSA, was in the 
chair. 

The Principal, Mr. E. M. Rice, FRIBA, 
spoke of the reshuffle of departments in his 
school during the past year, architecture be- 
ing associated with Arts and Crafts, contrary 
to the recent Government White Paper on 
Technical Education which named architec- 
ture a technical subject, which he deplored. 
The school, he said, is trying out a scheme 
whereby students of a neighbouring school 
of building will take their technical education 
with the students of Hammersmith, so ensur-

Mr, PeTER TRENCH, in his address before 
presenting the prizes, followed in the vein 
of Mr. Rice by speaking of the co-operation 
so essential to the building industry of the 
future. He laid emphasis on the necessity 
to abolish snobbery in the industry; man- 
agerial and technical skills should combine, 
for neither could do without the other, Re- 
ferring to another aspect which is an often- 
heard cry of late, namely that the builder 
should be ‘in’ at the design stage, he said 
that to do this he should be fit for the board 
room. The Hammersmith school with its 
system of integration was ensuring this by 
giving the craftsman his technical training 
alongside the architectural student.

BRIXTON SCHOOL 
OF BUILDING 


Annual Prizegiving 


(THE annual presentation of prizes of the 

LCC Brixton School of Building was 
held in the Conference Hall of County Hall, 
London, on November 26, when prizes were 
presented by Sir Frederick Leggett, KBE. 
The chairman was Mr. H. J. Adams, chair- 
man of the Governors. 

The Principal of the School, Mr. D. A. G. 
REID, in his report, said that at a time when 
it was not easy to be optimistic due to the 
international situation, he nevertheless felt 
that ‘the next ten years will see very great 
developments in training for the building 
industry, developments with which appro- 
priate provision for study will be made at 
all levels.’ 

The courses in the field of craft appren- 
ticeship, he said, were a centre of active 
development, not static as a cursory glance 
might suppose. The development was in the 
direction of a more efficient organisation of 
apprentice training; already there was sub- 
stantial evidence that this improved organi- 
sation was reflected favourably in the per- 
formance of the students. Speaking of the 
proceedings of the LMBA 1956 Educational 
Conference and the activities of the London 
Regional Joint Apprenticeship Committee, 
the Principal said, ‘they have given ample 
recent evidence of the rapid advances in 
views of the industry in relation to the 
training of craft apprentices.’ 

Mr. Reid mentioned the suggestion that 

the present craft courses as studies for craft 
apprentices were unsuitable and that a less 
academic course might be more suitable. 
He thought that closer organisation along 
*the lines he had already mentioned, com- 
bined with a sympathetic teaching approach 
was the answer to this. If changes were 
necessary, then he advocated the provision 
of a higher standard course for the more 
able, to bring the standard up to what the 
Government’s recent White Paper on Tech- 
nical Education called ‘ technicians from the 
ranks of craftsmen.’ ‘ These considerations,’ 
said Mr. Reid, ‘re-emphasise the impor- 
tance of a strong and efficient structure of 
craft courses as a basis of building educa- 
tion.’ 

After mentioning that the engineering 
industry had led the country in the develop- 
ment of training schemes he reminded his 
listeners that ‘ the structural engineers were, 
until recently, very much the largest 
group of part-time day students. However,’ 
he continued, ‘it is a measure of the build- 
‘ers’ advance that the gap between them 
and the engineers is tending to close.’ 

On training for management in the build- 
ing industry, Mr. Reid said that it was

‘clearly emerging as the next objective, anq 
while the part played by industry in traip. 
ing must steadily increase as the trainee 
approaches positions of higher respongj- 
bility, the collaboration of the colleges will 
still help to point the training and make for 
more efficient working of the schemes.’ 

Referring to the Award in Technology 
mentioned in the White Paper, he said our 
standards would have to be reviewed and 
provision made for a national college to 
provide advanced study and research in all 
subjects related to building. This the 
Governors had recommended to the Coun. 
cil, hoping that consideration would be given 
to the allocation of a suitable site. ‘ This 
project deserves the strongest possible sup- 
port of all the industrial and professional 
interests related to building. The establish- 
ment of such a college would, necessa-ily, 
involve certain changes at Brixton but, from 
what I have said earlier, it will be realised 
that there will be ample work for Brixton 
to do and, besides serving as a major feeder 
to the new college, Brixton will inevitably 
endow the new college with many of its 
traditions as a pioneer in building education.’ 

Sir FREDERICK LEGGETT said that schools 
of building were rapidly becoming part of 
the industry, and while some thought they 
were too academic they should not be taken 
too seriously for there had always been a 
clash between the past and the future; 
we had to make the most of the young 
people and do what was best for the in- 
dustry. 

Sir Frederick spoke of the narrowing gap 
between the administrativs, technical and 
craft sides of the industry and said that 
it was a good thing for a man to get fair 
recognition for a useful job of work; it was 
bad in as much as it lessened the incentive 
to rise to a higher wage. We are now, he 
said, in a position where we either have to 
expand or go backwards, and, although 
there was still a lot to do in this country 
he thought our way ahead was to expand 
through other countries; this he thought 
would be possible when the ‘ other’ coun- 
tries started to pick themselves up.

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| Winter Weather and the Building Industry 


DEVICES FOR MINIMISING INTERRUPTIONS TO WORK 


By G. Cutmore Drummond 


NDICATIONS of weather conscious- 
ness in relation to certain outdoor 
industries have been growing for some 
considerable time. The effect of weather 
changes on farming, fishing, shipping, 
etc., has long been followed through the 
medium of regular forecasts and other 
aids. To a lesser extent, a number of 
other industries have come to rely on 
meteorological forecasts in relation to 
periods of greater or lesser activity. Re- 
cently, suggestions have been made con- 
cerning forecasts for the benefit of the 
building industry. I use the term ‘ build- 
ing industry ’ in the wider sense, embrac- 
ine the production of building materials as 
well as their distribution to sites and 
aciual assembly into building units. Re- 
ference was made in the last report on 
work at the Building Research Station to 
the use of meteorological data in much of 
its work, some of which derived from its 
own sources and some from the Meteoro- 
logical Office. It has now been suggested 
that a climatological booklet for the in- 
dustry might be produced on lines similar 
to that being prepared for the farming 
industry. Difficulties have been found in 
doing this, however, for some of the data 
needs processing and other observations 
wanted are not made at all at present. 

The scheme is now limited, to start 
with, to a leaflet showing builders how 
to obtain weather forecasts and other 
climatic information likely to be useful 
on the site. 

This may be a helpful start but, good 
as it is, one cannot help wondering if 
more steps could not be taken to ensure 
greater activity in this direction. A Dutch 
Commission has recently drawn up a plan 
to enable house building to go on in 
winter when temperatures are as low as 
ten degrees below freezing. Later in this 
article reference will be made to methods 
used in America to counteract bad 
weather. Before proceeding further, how- 
ever, it is desirable to examine the broad 
outlook in connection with the problems 
facing the building constructor in this 
country to-day. 


Harmful Dampness 


{t should be borne in mind that we are 
up against periods of dampness likely to 
be more harmful than the extremes of 
temperatures experienced in other coun- 
tries. This important point was empha- 
sised by Messrs. W. A. Allen, ARIBA, 
and Edward D. Mills, FRIBA, in their 
well-known paper ‘ Materials and Tech- 
niques,’ presented at the British Archi- 
tects’ Conference at Torquay in 1954. 
Here is part of the preamble to that im- 
portant work: 

‘It has been difficult for us to acclimatise 
our modern design and construction to con- 
ditions on these islands. Much of the trouble 
arose between the wars, for often what-we 
tried to do then was inspired from abroad, 
or was new in some way, and did not have 
built into it, so to speak, the toughness 
needed here. There are climates harder than 
Ours in particular respects, but conditions in 
Britain are in general perhaps as hard as any 


in the world for buildings, and in such a 
mild climate it is difficult to give full weight 
to this apparent contradiction. 

‘Fundamentally it is a question of mois- 
ture, for we have a persistently moist climate 
and moisture quickens chemical reactions 
and facilitates all manner of decay, and leads 
to all manner of dirtying and changes of 
size. Even in the matter of frost, we some- 
times suffer more than we expect because 
of the likelihood of things freezing wet and 
then breaking instead of freezing dry, harm- 
lessly. And so our buildings—and our archi- 
tectural ideas—are liable to quick deteriora- 
tion if we import too indiscriminately and 
build too optimistically. One of the really 
difficult trends of the times is towards the 
use of impervious materials on walls. This 
gives us a two-fold problem; it is difficult to 
make a watertight joint between imperme- 
able materials, and we are much more likely 
to have instead a good capillary path which 
will actively draw moisture along it, while 
at the same time we absorb no moisture on 
the building face so that there is plenty of 
water available to enter the joint. The prin- 
ciple is clear; we must use absorbent mate- 
rials or have perfect jointing. .. . 

‘Defence against the attacks of moisture 
from the outside are not our only problems 
of wetness, for we have them in the structure 
as well. We make many of our building 
materials in dampness, we often deliver them 
in dampness, we store them on sites in 
dampness, and we build them into structures 
in wet weather, using a great deal of water 
to join them. In a moist climate this is to 
some extent inevitable, and it follows that 
buildings will generally be very damp when 
they are new. Even nominally dry construc- 
tions only avoid the wetness of wet jointing 
materials; they cannot escape the atmos- 
pheric conditions. And so we must face the 
fact. that we have relatively high moisture 
contents in our building materials when they 
are newly in place, and must accept the con- 
sequence that in the first year or two of a 
puilding’s life many of the bits and pieces of 
which it is made will dry out and get 
smaller.’ 


Widespread Repercussions 


So much for the facts. Can anything 
be done in the matter? Obviously this 
is most desirable, because it is becoming 
more than ever essential in the interests 
of the building industry to secure maxi- 
mum productivity. An industry which is 
periodically impeded by _ inclement 
weather cannot attain production on a 
scale comparable with an industry not so 
affected. This ‘ Stop ’-‘ Start ’-‘ Stop’ prin- 
ciple has repercussions, admittedly of 
differing natures, for employer, employee 
and customer. The employers’ charges 
must take into account the abortive 
nature of bad weather slackness; the em- 
ployee now has a guaranteed week, but 
would obviously prefer a regular working 
life, free from the interruption of bad 
weather. The customer, as always, must 
pay. 

It would be presumptuous to suggest 
a panacea for these troubles, but there 
is no reason why attempts should not be 
made to bring about some improvement, 
however slight. Indeed, there have been 
some small gains, both in the field of 
materials production and erection of 
buildings. In the former category, a num- 
ber of commodity manufacturers, pre-

viously dependent upon spasmodic pro- 
duction due to the vagaries of the 
weather, have now redesigned plant and 
production on a continuous basis and 
largely under factory conditions. The re- 
sultant continuity of supply, especially 
during the recent periods of scarcity, has 
been particularly commendable. As an 
example of one industry which has made 
strides in this direction, one can mention 
the building brick and block manufac- 
turers. Fortunately, there are others. 

In the field of actual construction, 
attempts have been made to enable con- 
creting, bricklaying and plastering to be 
carried on during frosty weather. Within 
limits some obstacles have been overcome 
and with continuous research there is no 
reason why further progress cannot be 
anticipated. The fact that our climate 
is only suitable for outside operations for 
certain periods of the year must not pre- 
clude us from endeavouring to seek ways 
and means to become 100 per cent. pro- 
ductive. A building programme governed 
by our erratic weather conditions is retro- 
grade. We cannot always be doing out- 
side work during the summer months and 
automatically change to inside jobs dur- 
ing the severest parts of the winter 
months. Somehow it is desirable to devise 
methods whereby production on sites can 
be maintained at full blast no matter what 
the weather conditions. Our resources 
may initially debar such progression, but 
this may well be possible eventually, pro- 
vided we can successfully initiate schemes 
on the broad lines indicated, thus enab- 
ling experience to be gained through trial 
and error which can eventually be of 
lasting value. 


American Experiments 


Some extremely interesting experi- 
ments have been made in the USA to 
examine the possibilities of protecting 
operatives and materials against snow, 
cold and strong winds during building 
operations. A plastic film was nailed be- 
tween laths and the usual wooden scaf- 
folds on the outside, and the space inside 
was heated by oil-burning air heaters. 
Bricklaying continued in these conditions 
even when it was snowing outside. Be- 
cause of the high percentage of daylight 
transmitted by the plastic film, no arti- 
ficial lighting was needed in the space 
inside external walls. Further, on mild 
days, the air heaters were not required. 
As the external walls were completed, the 
plastic film was removed from the scaf- 
folds and transferred to easily constructed 
frames made of wood. These were then 
placed temporarily in the window frames 
to provide protection for inside work. 
The type of protective plastic film used 
has a thickness of 0.10 mm. and the cost 
of it in the United States is roughly 
equivalent to the charge for kraft paper. 

In constructing the Gorki hydro- 
electric station in the USSR a new peri- 
pheral type of electric heating was used - 
in concreting during the winter seasons 
of 1951-55, when over 350,000 tons of con- 
crete were laid, nearly 30 per cent. of the 
total for those years. During part of that 
time temperatures ranged from minus 
21.8° to 33.5° Centigrade. Some extremely 
interesting facts concerning this project 
were made available in an article by

- Throughout the world attempts are 
being made to overcome extreme weather 
conditions. We must ensure that in this 
country, despite our peculiar climate, we 
endeavour to make progress on a par 
with other nations. This will require 
plenty of all-out effort from all sections 
of the building industry.

Replacement of Large Country 
Houses in the Green Belt by 
New Housing 


"PPHE replacement of large country houses 

in the Green Belt by the construction 
of new houses and flats formed the subject 
matter of two appeals upon which the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
has recently given his decision. 

The first appeal related to the refusal of 
the Godstone RDC to permit the erection 
of five houses on 2.6 acres of land at Stone- 
hall, Woodhurst-lane, Oxted. 

The appeal site comprises the grounds of 
a semi-derelict eighteenth-century mansion, 
excluding an area north of the entrance to 
the drive and most of the Woodhurst-lane 
frontage to the south which is attached to 
the former stable block now converted to a 
dwelling. There is some scattered develop- 
ment on this, the western side of the road, 
but the immediately adjoining land is open. 
On the opposite side of the road, low 
density development is more general, but 
not continuous. 

The appellant said that the mansion had 
been virtually unoccupied since 1935. When 
it was sold to him in 1949 the vendor had 
been living in two rooms. The appellant 
had put a few more rooms into use, but 
found it uneconomical to recondition the 
whole building, including the renewal of the 
roof, and it was therefore to be demolished. 

The Minister, in the course of his decision, 
states that he has found no evidence to sug- 
gest that the council’s proposal to include 
this site in the Green Belt was inappropriate. 
He would agree that even in the Green Belt 
it is reasonable to allow houses too big for 
use as single dwellings to be converted to 
save their being wasted; on the other hand, 
he draws a distinction between this and the 
replacement of an old mansion by dividing 
up the grounds into plots for a number of 
entirely new buildings which could not be 
accepted as infilling but would, in his 
opinion, create a fresh pocket of develop- 
ment in the Green Belt. He has accord- 
ingly decided to dismiss the appeal. 


Replacement by Flats 


THE second appeal concerned the refusal 
ef Walton and Weybridge UDC to permit 
the erection of twenty-four flats and a 
porter’s lodge on 44 acres of land at St. 
George’s Hill House, Weybridge. 

The site of the proposed flats comprises 
about half of the grounds of St. George’s 
Hill House, original mansion of the St. 
George’s Hill Estate and the appellant’s 
former home. Permission was given to 
divide the house into nine flats in 1936, but 
before the permission was exercised the 


building was destroyed by fire and only 
part of the walls remain. The appellant 
later converted and occupied the outbuild- 
ings and a cottage. The appeal site is at 
the top of a wooded hill at the west side of 
an island of very low density development 
surrounded by the St. George’s Hill golf 
course. 

The Minister states that while he would 
agree that it would be hard to refuse appli- 
cations to make reasonable economic use of 
houses which were obviously too large to 
continue as single-family dwellings, he takes 
a different view of proposals for new build- 
ings in this locality, and he is unable to 
accept the erection of 24 suitably sized 
luxury flats as a mere rebuilding of the old 
house, any application for which would need 
further consideration. In his opinion the 
appeal site naturally belongs to the open 
country comprising the golf course and the 
sparsely developed area adjoining. He thinks 
it important to keep this area generally free 
from further development as part of the 
Metropolitan Green Belt and of the wedge 
of open country, already narrow, separat- 
ing Weybridge and Byfleet from Cobham. 

On these grounds, he considers there is an 
over-riding objection to any new building on 
the appeal site, quite apart from the doubts 
raised whether the flats would be in keeping 
with the surroundings and about the access. 


. He has actordingly decided to dismiss the 


appeal. 


Bungalow of ‘Different’ Design: 
Council’s Objection Overruled 
by Minister on Appeal 


A DEVELOPER should be permitted to 
m build the house of his choice unless 
there are weighty objections—for instance, 
that it would break into an architectural pat- 
tern which should be preserved. This view 
was expressed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government in allowing an appeal 
by Messrs. H. Macintosh and Partners 
against Coulsdon and Purley UDC’s refusal 
of permission for the erection of a detached 
bungalow and garage on a plot in Copse 
Wood Hill, Purley, Surrey. 

The Ministry goes on to say that the 
design was not brought into question because 
of any inherent fault and he did not think 
the bungalow should be rejected merely 
because it would look different from its 
neighbours. These varied in design them- 
selves, and he had come to the conclusion 
that it would not do any serious harm such 
as would justify refusal of permission. He 
had accordingly decided to allow the appeal 
and permit the erection of the bungalow in 
accordance with the submitted plans and 
drawings. 


New Homes, Cyprus 
The Government of Cyprus is to build 


-a group of hire-purchase houses for low- 


income families in the south coast town of 
Larnaca. The houses, semi-detached and 
proof against earthquakes, will be of either 
two or three rooms, with a kitchen large 
enough to use as a dining-room, and modern 
toilet facilities. Their design is such as to 
permit later additions. Cost ‘will be in 
the region of £900 for a two-room house 
and £1,000 for a three-room house, includ- 
ing site and external services Purchasers 
will have to make a deposit of £15; repay- 
ments will be around £6 a month. 
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NATIONAL JOINT 
AGREEMENT 


Constitutional Amendment 
Notices 


"THE National Joint Agreement provide; 

for submission, by November 15 jp 
each year, of notices to amend the Working 
Rules (Constitutional Amendments). |; 
provides also that within 14 days the other 
parties may submit counter-notices. Con. 
sideration of such notices takes place at the 





statutory meeting in January after the 
Council has made any decision warranted 
by the Sliding Scale Agreement (based on 
the Retail Prices Index). This year notices 
have been received as set out below. 

From the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, acting on behalf of al 
the building trades unions, constitutional 
amendment notices which would have the 
following effect :— 

(1) A general wage increase of 4d. per 
hour. 

(2) Time-and-half rates for the first four 
hours of overtime (instead of ‘time-and- 
quarter for first two hours and time-and-half 
for the next two hours). 

(3) and (4) These are in respect of the 
special rules for daily travelling operating 
in London and Manchester and, in particu- 
lar, to the ‘free areas’ in which, under those 
rules, no travelling expenses are payable. 
Notice No. (3), in respect of London daily 
travelling, would reduce the qualifying 
distance (between the agreed centre and 
the job) from four miles to two miles. 
Notice No. (4), in respect of Manchester, 
would reduce the two-mile free area (around 
Manchester Town Hall) to a one-mile circle. 

From the Labourers’ Unions, notices 
which would have the following effect :— 

(5) To narrow the margin between craft 
and labourers’ rates from 64d. to 54d. per 
hour. 

(6) An increase in the shift rate of watch- 
men by 2s. per shift. 

(7) To prescribe, for ‘ qualified benders and 
fixers,’ the craft rate (instead of a differential 
of 2d. per hour below craft rate). 

(8) To introduce extra payments (above 
the labourers’ rate) under National Working 
Rule 3B, for ‘continuous extra skill and 
responsibility,’ to: Pipe-Jointers—Jointer- 
stoneware, salt-glaze, or concrete pipes, 5d. 
per hour. Pipe-Layers—men preparing bed 
and laying pipes under 12 in. diameter, 24. 
per hour; men preparing bed and laying 
pipes of 12 in. diameter and over, 3d. per 


hour. 


From the Amalgamated Union of Building 
Trade Workers, two notices about tool 
allowances, viz. :— 

(9) To introduce a tool allowance of 24. 
per day for bricklayers and their apprentices. 

(10) An increase, from 2d. per day to 4d. 
per day, in the tool allowance which already 
operates in respect of masons and thei! 
apprentices.

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Builders and Income Tax 
SOME PITFALLS TO AVOID 


By « Barrister-at-Law 
[Tt is surprising how many builders have 
properties in their books of account 
which are not strictly part of their stock- 
in-trade at all. Houses built for their 
own use, for their families or relations, 
houses never built for sale at all but for 
letting—all these may or may not be 
stock-in-trade at any one time, yet in 
many cases when they are sold the pro- 
ceeds of sale are taken into the profit for 
the year and tax is paid on them. Nor 
is the fault always with the book-keeper, 
or the accountant who prepares and 
presents the accounts to the Inspector of 
Taxes, for the builder himself is the one 
who most often holds the key to the 
problem, and he is not always sufficiently 
aware of the importance for tax purposes 
of his own intentions in the matter. 


The point is best illustrated from a 
case* before the High Court some two or 
three years ago, in which a _ builder 
appealed against an assessment to income 
tax on the proceeds of sale of some 
properties, which he contended should 
never have been taxed at all. He was 
successful not only in his contention on 
this main point in his appeal (which it is 
not proposed to discuss here), but also in 

ian appeal on a smaller matter which 
might not have been taken to the High 
Court at all if it had stood on its own. 
In 1939 this builder had built a house 
for his foreman, who had shortly after- 
wards been killed during the war. The 
widow continued to live in the house until 
her death some years after the war, when 
the house was sold. 


Claim Upheld 


The sale price was considerably in 
excess of the figure at which the house 
stood in the builder’s books, and the 
Inspector of Taxes included the whole 
of the difference in the two figures as a 
gross profit for income tax purposes. It 
was contended on behalf of the builder 
that the sum was not assessable to taxa- 
tion at all, and this claim was upheld in 
the High Court. 


The reasoning for this decision was 
quite straightforward: income tax is 
levied on a man in business, or on a 
limited company, only on trading profit 
for the year. It is well known that if a 
business manages to sell some of. its 
capital assets at above their purchase 
price this profit is not taxed on the basis 
that this is a ‘ capital profit.’ 

The basis of taxation is, though, nar- 
rower than is suggested by this example. 
The assets of a business are generally 
divided into trading assets and capital 
assets, it is true, and tax is generally 
levied on the profits of a sale on every- 
thing that is not capital, merely because 
it is a trading asset. 


A business may own other property 
which is neither one thing nor the other, 
however, and it is important that the 


a Harvey v. Caulcott (1953), 33 Tax Cases. 
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proper approach to the problem should 
be borne in mind. The Inspector of Taxes 
has power to assess a business to taxation 
only on the profits of the trade which the 
business is carrying on, or on the profits 

_of any ‘ venture in the nature of trade’ 
which may be undertaken as a sideline. 
The provision of a house for a builder’s 
foreman is not part of the trade of a 
builder at all, however, and the property 
should not have stood in the books of the 
builder as part of his stock-in-trade. 
(Whether it actually did or did not appear 
as such is strictly immaterial, the question 
is whether it ought to have done so or 
not). The builder in this case con- 
sequently escaped from the payment of 
tax on a few hundred pounds. 


In the normal way, of course, the 
distinction between property held by a 
builder as stock-in-trade and that held for 
other purposes is not so very important, 
and for this reason, probably, it has not 
been thought necessary for the smaller 
businesses to note the distinction in their 
books of account. When, though, as at 
present times, property will fetch on the 
open market (when it is sold with vacant 
possession), a figure greatly in excess of 
the figure at which it appears in the 
books of the business, it is important to 
include in the list of stock-in-trade only 
that which is strictly held for sale in the 
normal course of business. 


Sometimes, it is rather difficult to 
decide whether a piece of property is 
stock-in-trade or not. There was an iron- 
monger whose wife used to furnish her 
home from stock, which was then re- 
turned for sale when she desired a change. 


Of course, it is not open to the builder 
to live in each house that he builds for 
a month or two, and then claim on its 
sale that the house was taken out of his 
stock-in-trade. At the other extreme, 
though, there are builders who still retain 
on their books of account houses which 
were never built for sale, but for them- 
selves or their families, for instance, and 
were in origin gifts from the business 
which might have been conveyed to the 
occupiers. That they were not trans- 
ferred was the choice of the business 
perhaps, but that fact alone cannot 
affect the taxation position, which 
depends upon the builder’s intentions and 
the circumstances of each case. 


Onus of Proof 


It has been said in the courts that it 
puts a peculiar onus upon a builder to 
prove that the profit from any sale of a 
house is not profit from the sale of 
trading stock, but that this onus is not 
altogether incapable of discharge. Per- 
haps it is fair to add that the attempt is 
not made often enough. The builder 
himself knows the ideas he had in mind 
at the time of building a house, and the 
exact purposes to which each of the 
properties in his books has been put and 
for which it was acquired or constructed. 
It is up to him, for his own possible 
benefit, to see that these facts are put 
before his advisers and accountant. 
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RATING OF CONTRACTOR’S 
TEMPORARY PREMISES 


Arbitrator’s Decision 


A RECENT arbitration case between a 
7 member of the South-Western Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers and a 
local authority regarding the liability of the 
employer under Clause 3 (a) of the RIBA 
Standard Form of Contract to reimburse to 
the contractor the amount of rates paid by 
him in respect of temporary premises 
erected in connection with the contract is 
reported in the LMBA’s Information Ser- 
vice as being of widespread interest. In this 
case the bills of quantities contained the 
following item : 

‘The Contractor will be required to 
sign a formal contract based on the Form 
of Contract issued by the Royal Institute 
of British Architects specially adapted for 
the use of Local Authorities, reviewed 
1948, in the form applicable where Quan- 
tities form part of the Contract (with 
certain amendments) a copy of which may 
be seen at the office of the City Architect 
or of the Quantity Surveyors. These Con- 
ditions (and the principal amendments 
thereto) are briefly scheduled below but 
the Contractor must inspect this document 
for more detailed description of the 
clauses and he is to allow here for any 
sum or sums he may consider necessary 
for anything contained therein. 


Clause No. 1.—Scope of Contract. 


Clause No. 2.—Drawings and Bills of 
Quantities, etc. 


Clause No. 3.—Local and other 
Authorities’ notices and fees (and so on, 
each clause being given the standard 
description). 

The contractor contended that this item 
in the bills of quantities did not expressly 
provide for rates to be included, and that 
any money paid in respect of rates was 
therefore reimbursable under Clause 3 (a) 
of the contract, which reads as follows : 


*...and he (The Contractor) shall pay 
and indemnify the Employer against any 
such fees or charges (including rates or 
taxes) legally demandable under such Act 
of Parliament, regulation or by-law in re- 
spect of the Works; provided that the said 
fees and charges (including rates or taxes) 
if not expressly provided for in the Bills 
of Quantities shall be added to the Con- 
tract Sum.’ 

The National Federation (who, with the 
South-Western Federation, gave full support 
to the member in this case) advised that the 
matter rested on the construction to be 
placed upon the words ‘expressly provided 
for in Clause 3 (a)’ and as the parties were 
unable to agree on this point, the matter 
was referred to arbitration. The arbitrator 
decided that the contractors ‘are entitled to 
add to the contract sum such sum as they 
may have properly paid for rates in respect 
of the said works.’

OVERSEAS 


From Our Own Correspondents 


ARGENTINA.—The_ National Power 
Board will shortly call for international 
tenders for the construction and financing 
of a new 600,000 kW. State power station 
plant in Buenos Aires. In stages of 100,000 
to 150,000kW, it will cost about £23m. 
and should be completed within two to 
three years of the contracts being awarded. 

The petroleum development plan 
envisages expenditure of $275m. and 4,500 
pesos on oil and gas pipelines, refinery, dock 
and storage construction and extensions to 
be contracted to private firms. 


NICARAGUA.—tThe international Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development is to 


lend Nicaragua $3.2m. for the reconstruc- . 


tion of the Port of Corinto. The total cost 
will amount to $4.5m. and take two years to 
complete. Invitations to tender for con- 
struction will be on an international basis 
and work is scheduled to start at the begin- 
ning of 1957. 


PANAMA.—Two contracts signed by the 
Government with Refineria Panama SA 
and Refineria y Petroquimica de Panama 
SA for the erection of two petrol refineries 
at Colon at a cost of $33m. each and the 
construction of wharves are recommended 
for approval.... Work is expected to 
start soon on the main gap, in Darien 
Province between Panama City and the 
Colombian frontier, of the Costa Rica road 
to Panama City. Bids are soon to be 
sought on the other gap.... The Com- 
mission of Roads, Airports and Docks has 
submitted an estimate for $7m. for construc- 
tion and repairs in the coming financial 
year. A $1,385,000 World Bank loan is 
also expected to be spent during this period. 

It is understood that the French com- 
pany who have been given the contract to 
make a preliminary survey for the construc- 
tion of a waterworks for Panama City are 
likely to withdraw their offer of ten years’ 
credit, so there may again be an opportunity 
for British firms to tender for this project. 

A new bridge costing $20m. is to be 
constructed across the canal at Balboa. 


SAUDI ARABIA.—An American concern 
has been granted a contract for the survey, 
to take eight months, of the Hejaz Railway 
at a figure of 1,640,000 Syrian pounds... . 
Only two bids were received for the 
Riyadh-Medina-Jedda railway project. One 
from the Morrison-Knudsen Corporation of 
America and one from a combine of 
German, French and other European com- 
panies, the most notable of which was 
Krupps. The American bid was for $144m., 
which they insisted was not subsidised, 
while the European bid was $225m.... 
Tenders will shortly be considered for the 
construction of the road from Arafat, near 
Mecca, to Taif. This road, some 70 km. 
in length, will run through mountainous 
country, and the first stretch will be in the 
Mecca zone, which is prohibited to non- 
Moslems. ... The government project for 
construction of 100-kW. transmitting stations 
in Jedda and Riyadh appears now to have 
been modified. Further plans for broad- 
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casting stations are believed to be still under 
consideration. 


British Firm’s $7m. Canadian 
Contract 


Russel Construction, of Toronto, a sub- 
sidiary of Balfour, Beatty and Co., has been 
awarded a contract worth $7m. by the St. 
Lawrence seaway authority for dredging 
and deepening a four-mile section of the 
Welland canal. This is the first big award 
to a British undertaking by the authority. 


Sydney Industries Fair 


The Sydney Industries Fair, 1957, 
organised by the Industrial Public Relations 
Services of Australia, will be held at the 
Royal Agricultural Society Show Grounds, 
Moore Park, from July 22 to August 3.

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Toryglen Flats 


(HE prototype ten-storey no-fines con- 

crete flats which the Scottish Special 
Housing Association has under construction 
at Toryglen, Glasgow, are now well ad- 
vanced, the first block being scheduled for 
official opening in December. These flats are 
believed to be the first of their type in the 
country and incorporate a number of feat- 
ures which mark a further advance in the 
technique of building in no-fines concrete. 
There are two ten-storey blocks adjacent to 
each other, and each is composed of three 
free-standing units in roughly ‘Y’ form, 
linked centrally by a common floor unit 
which embraces the stairway, lift shaft, 
refuse chute, incinerator and emergency fire 
stairway and provides private balconies at 
each level. In essence, the design provides 
a series of self-contained isolated flats, each 
with maximum vision and privacy on three 
sides, but sharing the common central 
service facilities. 

The constructional interest lies in the fact 
that the prototypes have been built without 
any structural framing, utilising no-fines 
concrete load-bearing walls throughout 
having a maximum thickness of 12 inches 
for the full length of building. The walls 
are braced by the continuously reinforced 
in-situ concrete floors, which are hinged to 
the walls by steel dowels and a ring anchor 
of reinforcing bars at each floor level. This 
project is a logical sequel to earlier work 
done by the Association on no-fines concrete 
progressing from two, three to four storey 
blocks; the achievement stems from rigid 
quality control, adoption of work study 
routines, preplanning and mechanisation, all 
of which are much in evidence at the 
Toryglen site. 


The mobile laboratory which the Associa- 
tion maintains—probably the first unit of 
its type in Scotland—is located on the 
site to maintain rigid contro] of the quality 
of the concrete. In the current annual digest 
of the Association, the chairman, Sir Ronald 
J. Thomson, refers to the special attention 
which is being given to increased mechanisa- 
tion. This is demonstrated on this site not 
only by the fact that the plant layout was 
planned in advance to minimise travel and 
give maximum output with minimum effort, 
but also by the adoption of rail-mounted 
electrically operated tower cranes. That in 
use at Toryglen is a Pingon crane ffom M. 
Tichauer, of Paris, rising to 135 ft. and 
with an 82 ft. jib. Located between the two 
ten-storey blocks, this tower unit has proved 
its value most effectively and is indeed the 
mechanised heart of the layout, operating 
between the two blocks as_ necessity 
demands. The report states that quality 
control of concrete has enabled substantial 
economies to be achieved in the production 
of no-fines concrete housing by reducing 
the thickness of concrete walls and allowing 
increased use of precast concrete struetural 
elements such as complete stair units, which 
can be hoisted into position by crane with 
a subsequent considerable saving in erec- 





tion time. Attention.has also been given 
to a variety of aggregate formulas. 

A summary of work undertaken by the 
Scottish Special Housing Association up to 
March 31 shows that the Association had 
completed 38,974 new permanent houses, of 
which 35,925 belong to the Association, 
some 660 to the Forestry Commission, 1,000 
to local authorities and 1,340 to Govern- 
ment departments.

The nineteenth annual ordinary general meeting of Sir 
Lindsay Parkinson and Co., Ltd., was held on November 28 
at the Piccadilly Hotel, London, W., Mr. A. E. PARKINSON, the 
chairman, presiding. 

The following is an extract from his circulated statement: 


The accounts for the year 1955 show that the group profit 
applicable to the members of the parent company, after 
taxation, amounts to £93,580, as compared with £74,918 for 
1954. The profit for 1954, however, included a credit for 
£113,963 in respect of provisions for taxation for earlier years 
no longer required. 


The group profit and loss balance carried forward amounts 
to £172,406, compared with £103,921 brought in. After 
providing for the dividends for the year, the balance carried 
forward on the parent company’s profit and loss account 
amounts to £122,263, compared with £64,051 brought in. 


PROGRESS AT HOME 


Work at home has again progressed satisfactorily and 
during 1955 the speculative housing programme was again 
expanded. 


Our success in securing a wide variety of building and civil 
engineering contracts is continuing and our operations on the 
production of opencast coal for the National Coal Board are 
also expanding. 


OVERSEAS ACTIVITIES 


Our subsidiary companies in Australia made a somewhat 
better showing in 1955 than they did in 1954. Nevertheless 
this field of activity is receiving close attention on the part of 
the board particularly having regard to the many difficulties 
of this market. 


As forecast in my statement last year a substantial further 
provision has been necessary in 1955 in respect of losses 
suffered in Canada. Problems have, however, now been largely 
dealt with and while some provision will probably be necessary 


in 1956 we consider that the main difficulties have now been 
overcome. 


Volume of work in Cyprus has been maintained and we are 
continuing to show excellent progress despite the difficulties 
arising from disturbed conditions. 


Work under the Tema Harbour contract valued at some 
eight million pounds is still in progress. It will be recollected 
that this work is being carried out by Parkinson Howard, Ltd., 
an association of Messrs. John Howard and Co., Ltd., and 
ourselves. There is still a further three years’ work in prospect 
in this area. 


Satisfactory progress is being shown in the British Guiana 
contract which is due for completion in 1958. 


DIVIDEND MAINTAINED 


The Board has decided again to recommend a final dividend 
on the Ordinary Stock at the rate of 6} per cent (less tax) 
making a total for the year of 9 per cent (less tax). This is at the 
same rate as was paid for 1954. 


1955 was a year in which many difficulties were surmounted, 
especially difficulties arising out of activities in Canada.
